Revenue Returns Show Serious 
Falling Off For This 
Month 



Ottawa, Juno 18. — In the HOUSO this 
morning Mr. Fielding Introduced a bill 
to legalize what had been done by the 
government last fall to assist in the 
movement of the grain crop, owing to 
the- money stringency. It was under 
these circumstance.'^ that an advance 
of 55,315,000 in Dominion notes was 
made. Tlio money was issued between 
November I'J and January 1, and was 
repaid Ijofore JIay. He recognised that 
a grave step hud been taken in the 
matter, but the results to the- grain 
Interests io£ the . west, . he belioyed, 
would have been griaver still had this 
stop not been taken. 

Mr. Foster said no case had boQn 
made out for the government's breach 
of the currency law, and moreover to 
have taken thi.s course without con- 
sulting parliament and when parlia- 
ment itself was in session, was treat- 
ing the people's representative with 
positive contempt. 

The bill was finally passed.

Ottawa, June 18.— At the continua- 
tion of the marine deiiartment Inquiry 
before Judge Cassels yesterday after 
noon, B. J. Coghlln, Montreal, told of 
having supplied silverware to the gov- 
ernment steamer Jlontcalm on which 
he lost $600. He had been induced to 
refund $1,100 to tho department for al- 
leged overpayment; although the au- 
ditor-general told Him afterwards that 
ho need not have tlono so. 

Mr. Buchley, Priiscott, testified to 
having suplled tt^p department with 
coal for five years,' on which liie made 
less than from ordinary customers. Col. 
Gourdeau and .t. Fraser had bought 
coul from him, but at ordlnai-y prices. 

Prof. Prince, , coiiimlsaloiier of flsh- 
eles; R. N, Venning, assistant com- 
niissionor, and S. B. Kent, in charge of 
fishery bounties, knew of no irregu- 
larltes In tho deijartinent. 

J. G. Bourdeau never heard of anj- 
rake-offs in the department. It was 
not true that the department had not 
received discounts on purchases. Asked 
as to au advance payment to iMr. liyre 
for deodorizers from the Wlngato 
Chemical company, before delivery of 
the goods, Mr. Watson, counsel for the 
lo the Wln- 
. . asking them 
to add to. tlie order of the department, 
"two extra cans addressed to mo. I 
want them for Mr. Owen, chief ac- 
countant, and for Lieut.-Col. Gourdeau, 
de|)uty minister, both of the marine de- 
partment. I cannot charge anything 
for them." 

Mr. Bordeau testified that he had la- 
sued checks to Kyre under instructions. 
It might be an irregular practice, but 
ho obeyed Instructions. 

Chief Accountant Owen said he was 
well acciualnted with Eyre, who .sold 
sulphonapthol to the department. Eyr 
was a gonial soul and hud many 
friends. II(: had seen Eyre's letter 
file, but until a month ago never knew 
the letter had been written. Certainly 
he never received a can of napthol, nor 
did Col. Gourdeau. lb; gave Eyro an 
advance of $i;00 l)eeauso he had to pay 
a portion In advance to tlie Wlngatc 
company. It nuiy ha\'e been Irregular, 
but it was a small matter, considering 
that the depariment spent $6,000,000 In 
a year. 

The Cassels Inquiry continued the ex 

aralnation of Owen, chief accountant of 
the marine department, this morning. 
^V'itneS8 knew of cases of advances be- 
ing made before delivery of tho goods, 
but this occurred very seldom, and 
only under si)ecial clrcumslances. He 
never heard of any official in the de- 
partment reeeiving a commission from 
any contractor. He charged marine 
agents at Quebec, .St. John and Halifax 
witli rendering e.xce.-islve accounts. He 
had never seen any irregularltiof, in 
Conunaiider Hpain's accounts, nor had 
ho found any inaccuracies in state- 
ments KUbndtted by the deputy minis- 
ter. 

Commander Spain gave an exi)lana- 
tlon of bis alleged overcharge of be- 
tween $800 and $'JUO alleged by Audit- 
or-General l''raser yesterday. During 
1304 and 1905 he had been continuous- 
ly away from Ottawa. Wlwn he re- 
turned he had lost his notes and could 
not definitely malce up his accounts. 
The minister, Mr. Prefontalne, told him 
to make his accounts up as correctly 
as ho could and attach an affidavit 
stilting that tho book was lost. Tin's

Such is the. record oit the culmlnat'- 
Ing day of the .Republican' national 
convention of 1908, oftectod amid 
scenes of tumultous enthusiasm and 
after a nerve-racking continuous ses- 
sion lasting nearly eight hours. Witli 
president named and platforin enun- 
ciated, there remains only the nom- 
inating of the vice-president to com- 
plete this momentous work. 

Tonight tho whole city Is glvCn over 
to wild exultation In honor of tho 
new candidate, whoso name goes 
echoing through the streets. The pic- 
ture within tho walls of the vast 
amphitheatre as the presidential can- 
didate was named today was one truly 
grand In Its magnitude. In front, to 
tho right and left, below and above, 
the; billowing sea of. humanity, rest- 
less after, hours of .waltlns and stirred 
from one emotion °td anotber.>'was in 
a fever of expectancy for the- culmina- 
ting vote. , . ; , 

The favorite sons of other states 
had been named, save. ICnox and La- 
FoUettc, and now on the roll came 
Ohio. As the Buckeye state was 
reached the form of Theodore E. 
Burton, with studentllko face and sev- 
ere black clerical garb, advanced to 
the platform to nominate Ohio's can- 
didate. He spoke fretiuently with the 
droning voice of an evangelist, which 
went ringing through the great build- 
ing.

The 
guidons of tho states were snatched 
up 'by the Taft enthusiasts, or borne 
under by the storm of disorder. Tho 
band was -.inaudible, a mere whisper 
above tho deafening volume of sound. 
For ten or fifteen minutes this up- 
roar continued. It was a repetition 
of tho scene of yesterday, when the 
name of Roosevelt threw tho conven- 
tion Into frenzy, repeated In intensity. 
But there Is a limit to the physical 
resources of throats and lungs. 
Uolays had not been established, the 
tired voices died down to a hoarse 
shout, and at last subsided. 

This lull now gave the opportunity 
for the speech seconding Taft's nomi- 
nation, by George H. Knight, of CJili- 
fornla, whose big round face beamed 
forth. California's tribute to Taft 
was brief and . fervid. Now there was 
another lull" In the Taft movement, 
while the remaining candidates • were 
placed in nomination. 

Wisconsin's Turn. 
It was late in the afternoon before 
tho convention, now literally sweltering 
from tho extreme heat, and weary af- 
ter nearly seven lioure of continuous 
session, reached tho end of tho flood 
of cloquiuice and the d'icks were at 
last clear for tho decisive act, the 
balloting. But no — just as the last 
swell of oratory, the seconding speech 
for' LoFollette, had died away, like a 
cyclonj from a clear sky, burst a La- 
l'"oIletto demonstration wlilcli swept 
the convention from Its very bearings, 
it was the same deafening wave of 
sound that had greeted Roosevelt yes- 
t.uday and Taft a little while before. 
Intense and maddening and with tho 
vital ring Of enthusiasm. It seemed as 
though Wisconsin had suddenly peo- 
pled every foot of tho galleries. The 
dolegabss sat calm and waiting except 
for frantic Wisconsin, but ,tho con- 
vention for tho time being was In the 
possession of the galleries. Now a 
singular tranK.''ormatlon occurred. 
Gradually the whirlwind veered from 
LoFollette to Roosevelt. A banner bear- 
ing tho Roosevelt portrait and waved 
from the gallery was the ■signal for 
tho change, but in thi: confusion babel 
of voices, there was no distinguishing 
whore the LaFoliette cheers ended and 
those for Roosevelt began. Amid this 
pandemonium, and with the gallorles 
in full control, Cbairmaji Lodge de- 
cided upon heroic action to again make 
tln^ ccmventlon master of it.self. Ho 
ordered the roll call of states to be- 
gin for tho vote on president. 
Down to thh Call- 
Such a call, under , siioh clrciim- 
stances of intense confusion, has .prdb-: 
ably never twforo occurred. In the. his- 
tory of national conventions. A bal- 
lot was tolceh .to nominate :a. candidate 
for pri!^iideht While the convention was 
cheering frantically ior a mnn whose 
name had not been proscnt'Sd to the 
convention, Tho votes wono hcliig' 
counted for Tuft, when tho people 
wore shouting for Roosevelt. The 
delegates, however, cast their votes 
uninfluenced by the clamor of tho 
cfOVVd. Jiloro than this, tho first 
States on call, Alabama and Arkansas, 
liad been rolled upon by a fow Roose- 
velt enthusiasts to start a stampede 
for tho president, but they stood by

LIBERAL MAJORITY / 

CLOSES Ti Inquiry 

Take Action on Plea That Ma- 
jor Hodgins Has Withdrawn 

His Charges 



Ottawa, Juno 18. — Tho commltteo of 
Inquiry into the Hodgins charges of 
over-classlflcaVion will report to the 
House that Major Hodgins has with- 
drawn his charges and there is nothing 
to investigate. The committee will 
meet' next Tuesday to prepare Its re- 
port. 

All afternoon the committee talked 
to little purpose. Alessrs. Barker and 
Lennox, in opposition to closing the 
inquiry,' urged tijat it; was- the duty of 
the' committee'; to go on and ascertain 
the'- facts. Cases of over-classifica- 
tion were to be found by. the 'score. 
Haughtoji. Lennox took the position 
that : It was not' a question whether 
Major'Hbdgins could make out a case. 
Hodgins was merely a witness. The 
charges were contained in many docu- 
ments which ^\•ere available to tho 
committee. The point was whether the 
contractors were l^eing paid more than 
they should be paid. 

Mr. Lonr.ox jjolntcd out that wlien 
tho investigation was begun Messrs. 
i^Iacdonald and Car\ ell, who were now 
an.xious to shut out the light, called 
loudly for a thorough probing into 
the matter. It wa.s not a matter for 
arbitration. What they should find out 
was whether the country had lost mil- 
lions, of dollars by over-classification. 

Mr. .Car veil thought the country was 
protected by the agreenicnt, and that 
if the board of arbitration found over- 
classification they ccnild compel the 
contractors to refund the money. That 
was a matter for engineers to decide 
The main point was whether or not 
there was fraud on the part of the 
commission. 

i\Ir. Barker insisted that the letters 
of Chief Engineer Woods of the Grand 
Trunk P.aciflc to Chief Engineer Lums- 
den of tho N. T. R. commission, con- 
taining charges of over-classiflcatlon, 
were sufficient upon which to go on 
with the Inquiry. These charges were 
far more serious than any made by 
Major Hodgins. 

The chairman considered tho ovor- 
classificat'lon charges quite secondary, 
and that Hodgins having withdrawn, 
there was nothing to invcsUgate. The 
committee then, on a party vote of 3 
to 2, voted to close the Inquiry.

I'^innlly 
It was decld'Od to contlmui the assess- 
ments to carry on strikes.

Ini,' on one of- the rear cars and (rav.; 
him llio sii-riial which deceased liad 
answen-il. Tlia'. was tlic last tim.' he 
saw liim allvi\ lie knew notliin.i; fur- 
ther about 'Jie accident until tokl by 
one of tlic train CT'ew. 

J.-iiui l)a\-ey, In cl-.arse of the round- 
house at Kiisscll station, stated tlial 
\n: liad found the body. The train h:id 
)u~t pulled off iov the trestle at the 
west, end o£ the bridge and he w;is 
carrying a snclx c'. wa.-ito to the sta- 
tion when !'e saw the body lyinK on 
t!ie track. He l:nd .seen I.)lbbs oa the 
car \vhon the train pulled tlirou..;li but 
saw not'.ilii;^ of tin. accident. He no- 
li:ieil the lepdactor. 

Sujierlnteinlent Goodfellow, of the 
IC. & X., .slated that the train on which 
DIbbs was a brakenian, had been due 
at -1 o'ehu'k In the afternoon of Tuos- 
ilay, but was late. The men, accord- 
In.!^ to tlje rules of the Trainmen's un- 
ion, are entitled to a rest after a man 
had worked lU'teen hours, but often 
they would work longer aa they arc 
paid by. the mile and are often desir- 
ous of making as much as they can. 
At the spot where the accident oc- 
curred there was nothing overhead 
which would strike a man standing on 
the top of the car. 

Police Sergeant Redgrave, who re- 
sponded to the telephone message from 
tlio conductor and took charpro of th-e 
bod.v, stated that tlio body was lying 
In tlio middle of the traelv and a short 
distance east of the Catherine street 
crossing. Tlie rli^ht arm and' foot 
the deceased had been cut off an<l the 
skull ^vas badly crushed and frac- 
tured. 

(^'oroner Hart, in addressing the Jury 
poiiited out that this was one of the 
unfortunate accidents which will some- 
times haiijien and for which no one, 
either th.> company or the employee, 
can be held resiionsiblc. There wns 
notliini; to show that tlie deceased 
came to Ills death b.v other tlian ac- 
cidental mcan.s. 

It took the jury but a minute to re- 
turn a yerdiiJt of accidental - death.

Last night's rally of the members of, 
nnd delegates to the Women's Christian 
Temperance Union.waa a fitting climax 
to the sessioiiis Of the , organiisation 
which has been < holding Its twenty- 
fifth anniversary ; . In tVlctoria this 
weok.':^: The. final; meeting yvan , held .In 
the Victoria. ttieatriB Avhlch. was 'crowd- 
ed to Its utmost capacity and the lec- 
ture dell^red by Miss. Ada .Murcutt 
attracted a large number of those who, 
while not active members of the orga- 
nization, are nevertheleas in sympathy 
with tlio movement. 

"Women of Many Lands," was the 
subject of JUss Mureutt'a lecture. An 
earnest worker In the cause, ii woman 
Who has traveled in every habitable 
country In the globe and has been a 
close observer of the customs of tlie 
various ijeoplcs, Jliss Murcutt lias 
won a world wide reputation as a lec- 
turer and her vivid descrli)tlon ui the 
wouianhuod ot the difl'evcut nations 
was extremely InierestuiK and keenly 
appreciated. Mayor Hall presided and 
prior to the lecture an enjoyable mus- 
ical enlortaiiuuenl was lurulslieil by 
tlic City IJand ^md the i-'lrst Presby- 
terian (luurtetle who.sc selections were 
much enjoyed as was a solo by ?.lrs. 
Veruillyea whose rendition oC "Quocii 
of tlie Jiarth" was loudly a])lJlauded. 

i^IIss Murcutt's lecture was illustrat- 
ed by fifty lantern views, descriptive 
of the womanhood of the various na- 
tions of the world, particularly of 
those people whose women, folic aro 
j et held in bondage and subjection. 
Fitting End to Meeting. 

It Is doubtful if a larger audience ev- 
er filled the Victoria theatre, i^very 
seat was taken and standing; room was 
at a prcmluui long Ijel'ore tlie time at 
WJilch the lecture was to comineuec. 
Mayor Hull, in Introilucln^ the speak- 
er of the evening, si)oko of the great 
part which the W.C.T.U. wa^ taking 
In tlio nation's welfare, and declared 
that us a life long believer In tempor- 
anco he had had ample opportunity of 
studying the evil effects of the liquor 
traffic. He stated that' the women, 
after all, were, like the men of the 
various countries but they had more 
at stalce in the fight for temperanbo 
and fie was delighted to know that this 
year's sessions of the W.C.T.U. had 
been an unqualified success. , 

In Introducing her subjtct Miss 
INIurcutt declared that each nation bad 
been proud to lay its tribute at the 
foot of women, whether- mother, wife 
or sister.' For a long time it had been 
a mooted question with the scientists 
whether the male or female child was 
born with more brain power, but in- 
vestigation has shown that neither of 
the sex has the advantage of tlio oth- 
er. ■ ' • 
The Day of Women. 

This, the speaker declared^ is the 
woman's day. A few years ago' tjie 
women would not have been able to 
gain a livelihood but now things' have 
changed and every woman huis an op- 
portunity of making her way In the 
world. In tho old days there was 
nothing for a woman to do but to se- 
cure an advantageous marriage or bo 
an old maid. Now it \a different. .She 
ia no longer compelled to get a Iiuy- 
band in order to be supported. A wo- 
man wlio can earn from SCO to $70 
a montli is not, JIlss JIurcutt declared 
going to rest content witli marrying a 
"thing." Every liome should be found- 
ed upon love and If It Is not it is 
nettling more than a mere "house." 

yhe was sure that those who heard 
her would be glad that they were born 
In the western world. But even hero 
there wore restrictions which should 
not exist. Kho had been reading the 
law regarding the franchise recently 
and liad noticed that It allowed the 
privilege of voting to all porson.s over 
th'fi age o£ttwenty-one but excludetl lu- 
natics and women. 

"Behold the person" exclaimed Miss 
Murcutt turning towards the :\Iavur 
declaring "and yet judging l)y the \-"ote 
one could easily Imagine tiiat It was 
the lunatic who exercised the fran- 
chise," She believed that the women 
of British Columbia should have a \ ote 
and she was sure that many of the 
evils which are ^agplng the nation's 
manhood and womanhood would be 
forever banished were the wives, 
mother.s and sisters entitled to regis- 
ter tlieir views at the polls. 

MIsH Murcutt's lecture was cnjoyer] 
.and at the conclusion she was the re- 
cipient of a wholehearted vote of 
thanks and prolonged aiiplause. She 
outlined the customs of the various n;i- 
llons of which she treated und show- 
ed, how by reason of the siibjocllon in 
whicli the women were hoKl, tlio civi- 
lization of each country liad progress- 
ed or rather not progressed. The wo- 
men of itussia, China, .la])an, tlio .sav- 
age nations of the east and the more 
enlightened sisters in the Uccident -all 
formed a chapter In tho story which 
thu lecturer told. 

Asks for Support. 

In concluding Miss Murcutt urged 
lior hearers to support the great work 
which tho W.C.T.U. and kindred or- 
ganizations are doing in Canada de- 
claring that God could only save the 
world through men and wbmcn and 
that the oi)portunlties given should not 
be neglected. All were appealed to, to 
join the order -and further It.s aim.?. 
Miss .Murcutt Introduced Mrs. Grant 
wlio sijoko of the great results of this 
year's meeting and who called upon 
these present to condemn, by a stand- 
ing vote, the "retrograde legislation" 
of the provincial government as a re- 
sult 01' which woman Is denied tho ex- 
ercise of the franchl.se. 

Jlrs. .Spofford, president of the; W. 
C'.T.U. ill British Columbia, asked the 
audi^'iice to express their approval of 
the alms of tho order, and of tho work 
of Miss Murcutt, by a \-otc of thanks 
which was unanimously jiassed.

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AFTERI\IOON SESSION 

i''csterday afternoon tho business of 
tno W. ;C. T. U. convention was de- 
ferred .till ;^.30 in .order to give tho 
delegates an opportunity to enjoy a 
ride round the city as tho guests of 
tho tourist assoolallon. 

When tho convention reassembled 
the reading of tho minutes was dis- 
pensed with and the report on tho 
plan of work was taken up. Tho or- 
ganization proposes during tho year 
to form a department for . local option 
work in tho proylnco" of . which Miss 



Murcutt .shall be the superintendent. 
The provincial organizer tor tho prof- 
ince shall this year receive a salary 
of $50 a month and her exiionsos will 
be provided for, It was shown In the 
course of the discussion that Mrs. 
Spofford has in the past done much 
work after lior return from her or- 
ganizing trips for which she has not 
been paid, and that her work while in 
the field has called for much self-sacri- 
fice. The matter of appointing the 
organizer .for the present year was 
at' Mrs, 'Spofford's request left to tho 
siib-oxecutlve.' Miss Murcutt spoke 
very strongly on the necessity of pay- 
ing the provincial organizer a slated 
salary, and gave expression to her 
very high .-ipprcclatlon of tho work 
done by Mrs. Spofford during this 
year, it was resolved to ask the 
authorities to appoint a woman to help 
in the enforcement of the curfew law 
with regard to young girls. Many of 
the women present, speaking of tho 
evil of allowing gIrls...,to ,be out on 
the streets lato at;.;ilght, ■ . 

Tlie W. C. T. U. will add Its in- 
fluence, to obtain the establishment of 
juvenile courts in Canada, and will 
endorse a weekly newspaper to bo 
issued under tho auspices of tho 
churches, the temperance organiza- 
tions and tho labor party. 

On behalf of the convention, Mrs. 
.S. lilliott, of 'Kamloops jircsented JIIss 
Murcutt with a life memberslilp card. 
While thanking the ladles warmly 
;\Ilss Murcutt look occasion to mnkc 
a plea for harmony and co-operation. 
It was the foe Inside and not outside 
that was to be feared. Tho women 
should stand heart to heart and shoul- 
der to shoulder. 

Mrs. Murcutt then enrolled tho lit- 
tle son of Mrs. Cartmcll, of Clillll- 
wack as .a silver anniversary member 
of tho W. C. T. U. and hoped that 
when he grew to manhood he would 
ho active In tho Master's cause.

The Klin %t.-.Weiler Brothers 
Humbo|#'Street Plant in 
" ■flames 



Another mysterious fire occurred this 
morning shortly after one o'clock when 
the drying kiln liiiniedlately south of 
the Wi-iler Furniture' Factory on Hum- 
boldt street caught (ire and for about half 
an hour,; wlillo tlie firemen worl(,(>,d< 
bard to subdue the lliiniea, threatened 
tho factory proper and tho neighboring 
buildings. The building, a one story 
frame affair, little more than a shell, 
wa.s lilled ;ilmost to the roof with lic- 
twecn L'.-),000 and ,10,000 feet of . hard 
wood and other expensive lumber, tho 
whole being In process of drying. The 
tire started at the south end and owing 
to the fact that tho lumber was piled in 
layers, about an iucli apart. It was dif- 
lieult to bring tlio water into play upon 
llu.' Ilanies wiilcli ran along between the 
layers of lumber and gradually ate thelr 
v.-ay up Into the drying chamber, a 
species of cupalo at tln^ north, end of 
tlui building. At one time the flames 
burst forth within but a few feet of 
the factory proper In whicli Is stored 
a quantity of varnlshc!, paints and oils, 
besides a great amount of lumber an(i 
upholstering materials. Had the lire 
ever managed to gat into tho factory It 
would speedily have assumed serious 
proportions. 

Two streams from the engine and a 
stream from the liydrajit, besides the 
cliemlcal conllned the 'Atv/.o to the kiln 
and after an hour's work tlai brigade 
Kuceeedeil In getting the llames under 
c:ontrol. 

'i'he lumber slacked in the Iclln was 
valued by Mr. Weiler, wlio Was aroused 
from his bed, at al>out ^4,600. It is ex- 
pected that a large part of It will be 

saved. 

How till! flro started Is a mystery. 
The kiln is usually kept at a tompora- 
turo of about 115 degrees but after 
five o'clock In the afternoon the stca!ii 
Is cut oft in the engine room, sltuatctl 
some distance away, and by the timo 
that last night's blaze started the teni- 
per.ature must li.nve been about nor- 
mal. The lire mo(h- the tliird to which 
tho brigade was called last night, and 
as in the other cases is believed, by 
i^iro Chief Watson to have been of an 
incendiary origin. What the damage 
will be is difricult to ascertain until 
the lumber is Inspected. 

INCENDIARIES~AT WORK 

Is an incendiary at large in Vic- 
toria? Is property of tho value of 
thousatlds of dollars at the mercy of 
some individual whoso Insane desire 
to work destruction has placed tho 
business section Of the city In peril 
on at least four occasions during the 
past week?

[ires to which tho flro. brigade was

In each caso there has';: been no 
plausible. reason for tho starting of the 
blaze". On tho contrary Investigation 
has shown that tho location in which 
tlio blaze commenced was not a fav- 
orable' one for a fire started In an ac- 
cidental manner and while In oacli 
case (ho jirompt arrlv.'il of tho fire 
brigade resulted in but little damage 
being done, the eircn nistancc-y have 
|}olnteil to Incendiarism. 

Lust night about 8.30 o'clock tho 
brigade yvn^ called to a building ad- 
Joining the board of trade building. On 
an elr\'ute(l staircase .-it tho rear a 
packing case full of debris was blaz- 
ing. Tho chemical soon put out tho 
flre, but from the surroundings It was 
clear that tho blaze could not have 
started by itself. It was almost cer- 
tain that some one had set tho debris 
on fire. Hardly had the brigade re-' 
turned to tho hall %vhGn another alarnr 
brought it to tho Davie block, Langloy 
street; la the rear of Chancery Cbawb-

The 
obligation, no doubt, is enually in- 
cumbent upon Christians of evory 
denomination, but the sense of it 
should b.\ as, Indeed, It generally is, 
amonifst; those who aspire to cover 
half the globe with a network of 
Anglican diocese.s. 

Sucli a .statement, if it corroelly re- 
presents tho facts, indicates a new de- 
parture in missionary effort. We luivo 
been accustomed to be told that it was 
tho duty ot all Cliristians to root out 
every ve.^tigo of wliat wi; liiive been 
taught was heathen idolatry, and that 
tho religious beliefs of all people out- 
side the pale of Christendom were evil 
and tlic Inventions or tho prince of 
darknc,^^. :\Iany intelligent laymen 
have contended that to destroy tho 
faith pE. so-called heathen in their own 
religion and to present "to Them" Idoa.s'. 
which they could not bo expected to 
enniprehnnd, was to do more harm 
than good. Occasionally a returned 
missionary would say something to 
the same effect. A very prominent 
ofricial ot one of the greatest of all 
reli.ifious organizations, wlio had spent 
many years In China, in an interview 
published In the Colonist •^omf? . time 
ago, spoke very freely to the pam> 
effect. lie deprecated tho presenta- 
tion of doctrinal truths as we see them 
to tho Chinese, and insisted that tlio 
only real missionary work ■was that 
which ■ivas exemplified In good works. 
Uy the.sb ho thought China would in 
time become Christiani/.cd, but it 
would take a long time. The old 
notion that missionaries were in duty 
bound to present the Gospel to the 
he.-illien, so as to give them an oppor- 
tunit.v to .-nibraci- it and thu.s justify 
tlicir final punishment for refusing to 
do so, has. been abandoned by all ex-, 
cept a very narrow-minded minority. 
There la much good In all religions, 
and niis.sionary ivork to be successful 
must, we think, recognize tills good and 
seek to improve upon It. The policy of 
aenunclatlori has been a failure; but 
wherever it has been tried the policy 
of good works lias lieen a success. It 
is refreshing to learn that the major- 
ity of the Anglican bishops appreciate 
this view ot the case.

it is understood that the Dominion 
Government proposes deepening the 
Welland Canal from fourteen fo twen- 
t>--llvo feet. This is a iiretty formidable 
U!idertalcing, but if It is needed in or- 
di r to preserve to Canada tho share of 
tlie transportation business of the con- 
tinent, -which she may reasonably hope 
to enjoy, the expenditure, though very 
large, will be- fully justilled. The ar- 
gument is made that with the approach- 
ing completion of the new Erie Canal 
aa<l tile opening of a water route from 
the C'.ri-at I.;iU"S to the Gulf of Mexico, 
CaiKnla must improve her waterw.ays 
so as to i-nable her to lioid her own in 
competition with these other arteries- 
of commerce. Moreover, it Is claimed 
that the deepening of tho eanal will 
have tile effect of regulating transpor- 
ti(Mi rates by rail, in otlier particulars 
till- iii^oimsal has much to recommend 
it, and we are very confident that the 
people of Western Canada will not dis- 
approve of It. 

One thuuglit occurs to us in tills con- 
neetioii. The jjeoj)!'- of (.)iitario have 
hei-n crying out against the subsidlziiyj 
of any more railways in tlie West, and 
yet they are as one man In support of 
a ]iroi)osal to expend upon tlie Wellniid 
Canal a sum equal to the cash bonus 
to the (Canadian Pacific Hallway, and 
perhaps more, for tlie cost of the pro- 
posed work is estimated at $25,000,000 
to 5:10,000,000. It is to be lioped that 
our Ontario friends will see th(; pro- 
priety of looking at tho transportation 
problem from a less provincial stand- 
point than they have hitherto done. 
Tho deepening ot the Weiland (.'anal 
doubtle.is is ;i matter of general im- 
portance to Canada, but so also are 
certain railway enterprises which may 
before long be before Parllanient for 
assistance.

Olympic games, is belter known to 
athletic fame as .Mr. AV. 11. Ch-eufcll. 
lie lirst came to the front in acfiuatic.s. 
when lie rowed No. 4 for Oxford in 
the memorable "di.ad-hcat" race of 
1X77, and lie occupied the same tiiwart 
in the following year, when Oxford 
won almost out of sigh.t-. o£r. Cam- 
bridge by 'some forty seconds.' In" the 
opinion of those who have 'seen'' d'o- 
cado after docado of university boat 
races that Oxford crow hud no super- 
ior in any generation. Their anta-

BRITISH OPINION 



The text of Jlr. Asquith's;' Old-Age 
Pensions bill Csays Uie Daily Mall) 
sliows that the measure has Ijcen 
drafted in a hurry, as it was pro-' 
mised in a. hurry, to moot a "slump" 
in Liberal popularity witli tli'v Hrltislr 
elector. \Ve doidjt, however, after a 
full study ot It, if a single person will 
foci satisded with its ])rovislons. Tho 
Labor party will rage furi(>u.sly 
against llie restrictions and (luallfyjng 
provisions of the bill. Tlie tirst fea- 
ture of importance is that every con- 
ceivable rc^ilriction has been .imposed 
upon tho claiinhnts of 'potisions, and 
that tho moat InquisItorlal 'lnveHtlga- 
tlou into their uutocedenta and past 
will bo held before their claim Is ad- 
mitted. No per.son In receipt of ptir- 
Jsh relief later than January 1, .1!I0S, 
will bo qunlillod, ;ind thus all Indoor 
and outdoor paupers at that date are 
ruled out, through r\Ir. Asquith's 
budget speech ga^'c the inipn.'S.sion 
that an opening would bo left for 
them. I3ut tho regulation which will 
in practice involve tlie most detailed 
Investigations of the i>ast Is that 
v.liicli refuses a pension to any per- 
son who "before lie becoiii<.'H entitled 
to a pension ha.'5 habitually refused 
to work or habitually rrf rained from 
working when ho was plosically able 
to worlc, or has been brought Into a 
jiosition to apply for a pension 
through hiS' own . wilful act or mis- 
lichavlour."' In the United Kingdom 
ihoro is Vib syste'm'of papers by which 
tlie career of the Individual can bo 
followed or traced. If ho has no mean!i 
he must produce wllnosscs to show 
that he has not w.asted his substancQ 
In riotous living. The provisions deal- 
ing with Iho manner in which tho 
claiiiiant'a income Is to be ;iseertalned 
Icnvc ovorylliing to local caprici; or to 
llio c-\ciseninn. 'i'lie ir.couie of ;i 
clahnaiit is to bo llxed at what tho 
claimant may "reasonably expect to 
recoivi.'," which moans in jn-aetico 
wdiat the (;xclaeman may expect lilm 
to receive; It is high tlmo that Mr. 
Asuullh told the country what taxes 
ho proposci to impose next year to 
fulfil this pledge, for, so unworkabia 
aro the . restrictions and ho dlfllcull 
of enforcement, that in any cnKo it 
looks as though the cost would large- 
ly exceed the six millions of I\Ir. As- 
quith's eatirnate. Such a ' bill cannot 
bo fairly judged apart from the fin- 
ancial arrangemonta fgf 'meeting Its 
burden. 

Tho Morning I'o-^t says: After all 
their promlsoii of rcironchmenl and 
economy, and despite the starving of 
tho defence service, the governnient 
have actually Increased instead of 
reducing the normal expenditure of 
the country. If Mr. As(|uith Is cap- 
able of fullilling his iiledge to main- 
tain tho traditional strength of tlin 
navy at least, four, millions must be 
added to the. next naval .estimates. 
Kducatlon, .■whatever fa'to ' is in store 
for tho Liberal proposals, is bound to 
bo a .^alpdly-ihcrcaslng charge, but 
undoubtedly the last straw which Is 
breaking tho back of tho freo trado 
camei is the schemo of old-age pen- 
sions, for which a further five or six 
niillions will bo required no.vt year. In 
this In.staiice tlie governnient are n.sk- 
ing DarlUiment to vote tho liability 
without indicating how tho eo.nt Is to 
be mot. In resisting tlic Opposition 
amendment it was the duty of tho 
government to indicate by what al- 
ternatlvo exiicdicnt they I'llcnd to 
moot tho expenditure wliich purlla- 
in.ont is ashed to sanction. If they 
failed to indicate any allernatlvo, the 
InevitablO conclusion must bo that 
ihcro Is-none which they can vciituro 



to offer without exposing and aggra- 
vating tho dissensions of their party. 

Tho Daily Chronicle ' says! ■ Freo 
trado tlnaiiee has succeeded. In doing 
what tho tariff ' reformers . , declared ' 
would bo impossible without,' 'their 
devices.

Night— Full Attendance " 



General Lake, In-apoctor general of 
the militia forces of Canada, will reach 
Victoria on Sunday. He will bo ac- 
companiod from Yancouvor by ' Col. 
Holmes, district oi'ticer commanding, 
who left some days ago for the irvr- 
poso of meeting the diatlngulshed visi- 
tor. 

A parade of the KICth Regiment has 
been called for Monday night at 7.45 
o'clock in order that General Lake may 
have an opportunity to inspect the 
corjjs, the personal examination of 
conditions among the various miUtla 
regiments being tho.. object Of his pres- 
ent trip to the West. It\la oEflcially 
announced that all members must "bo 
in attendance at the tli^io mentioned. 
Those who do not:put ^n■a'n appearance 
will be required to glvb' an ^account of 
themselves and, .If they ,. are unable to 
present' an adequate'' exoiise. It Is prob- 
able that they will bo subjected to the 
provisions of the MUltla Act, which 
provides a severe penalty for dellbcr 
ate. delinquent^.. , . _^ . ^ - 

A report was 'in 'oiroulation. yester- 
day to the effect that, although Lt. Qol. 
Hall, ' commander of the local militia, 
had Issued an order calling a parade 
it was not his desire, jior the wish of 
other officers, that the men should b 
present at the time specified. Tho.so 
who voiced this ciaitiied that it was 
hoped that the corps would prove l>y 
reilusing to turn out to greet the In- 
spector General that the grievance 
against the Ottawa authorities was 
genuine and that it was not a rnen 
factional agitation whieli did not of 
feet tile core of the ri.'giniont. Tlie 
story, luiwovor, was emphatically de 
hied by an officer when (lueatloned aa 
to its autiienticity.

The promise of 
a 12 pound gun for tliu use of one of 
the comiianiea at the Drill hall and the 
strong probability of a six inch piece 
being installed there in the near future, 
both of which were among the equip- 
ment that had been asked for, had gone 
far to abato the antagonlstio sentiment. 
Xow the opinion- AN^a-a that It would bo 
better to allow matters' to remain in 
abeyance until the arrival -ot the In 
spector General.

FULL COURT HEARS 
VARIOUS APPEALS 



Case Delayed By Lack of 
' Docum^jlts— rWorkman 
-Appeals -Case.' 



In tho court of appeals yesterday 
tho argument In the ca-so of Geo. G. 
Anderson vs. the Canadian Real Prop- 
erties Limited was concluded, decision 
being reserved. The case of Allan Jes- 
sop, plaintiff and appellant vs. John 
B. Anderson, C. E., defendant and res- 
pondent was than taken tip in which 
the former claiming a corhmlsslon 
somewhat exceeding $200 on' certain 
fruit lands ^old, by the latter to one 
Dick vvas then taken up, Jessop met 
lliLs purchaser at Calgary and discuss- 
ed ihe property which wa-s afterwards 
tho subject of the transaction, but 
Anderson claims that Dlcic was merely 
sent by the appellant to Trail to Inves- 
tigato for Winnipeg parties a timber 
deal, which falling through ho submit- 
ted this fruit land for ills consideration, 
and made a sale in which Jessop was 
in no way interested and which was 
not tho result of Jessop's letter of in- 
troduction. After the c.-iso had been 
argued for some time Chief Juslico 
Hunter intervened and stated tliat 
they v. ould reserve their decision pend- 
ing receipt of tlio reasons for whloli 
the trial judge. County Court Judge 
Wilson of Nelson found for defen- 
dant, as tliese reasons were not dis- 
closed. In the iiapcrs submitted in 
connection with the iiroceedings in the 
lower court and in appeal. 

The Chief Ju.stice observed that It 
was idle to send up to the court in 
apjieal a case in such a fraginontary 
and unsatist'aclory .sliape. Tlio evi- 
dence was evidently incomplete and 
what was Kubinitted was apparently 
taken down -incorrectly as names were 
clearly mixed up; As matters stood 
they could not tell whether the trial 
Judge erred — If he erred at all — in his 
findings as to the- fact-s or as to the law 
In tho case. A wire was accordingly 
sent to Judge Wilson last night re- 
questing him to forward his reasons 
and they ore expected to arrive pos- 
sibly by tomoi'row; 

Mr. S. S. Taylor of Nelson and Mr. 
W. E. Burns of Vancouver appeared 
respectively for tho defendant and the 
plaintiff who now lives In Vancou- 
ver, 

The case of Charles F. Plarrlgan, a 
man who was employed in the smelter 
works at Granby, appellant and plain- 
ll''f VH. The Granby Minos Smelting 
company defendant and respondent 
will be argued tills morning. 

The plaintiff sustained injury while 
lie w.'iK chaining the sing pot to the 
rails ;',ri'l Jlr. Justice Martin dismissed 
Ills suit for damages which wero claim- 
ed under, the Kmployors Liability Act 
on the ground tliat the action .should 
have been entered under tho Work- 
men's Comj)ensatioii Act, and tho ap- 
peal is taken ironi this decision. It 
ajipears that the amount in damages 
which ciiVi bo recovered under tiie 
Workmen's Conipensation Act Is lim- 
ited to $),G00 wiiereas under the 13ni- 
ployors' Liability Act damages can be 
S(>curcd to the extent of throe years' 
w-ages which would in this Instance be 
in the neighborhood of $3,000. 

Mr. Justice Martin further held that 
tho plaintiff w;is guilty of negligence 
as ho should not hiive reached tho 
hand which was Injured over and plac- 
ed It in the position In w-hlcli tho 
injury was sustained.

Fran von Bohlen, formerly Hortha 
Krupp, who lias an income of £10,000 
a month, and property valued at .ClO,- 
000,000, is nn important candidate for 
the pr(Tm1or position. It is a .sigiiilicaiit 
fact that this lady, head of the greatest 
gun works in the world, and in a posi- 
tion to keep tho leading ICuropean mo- 
distes In conlinuul employment, maK-es 
all her own clothing. She admits with 
pride that her troiis.seau was, entirely 
tho work of heir own hands, and cost 
less tlian ;C60. Frau von Bohlen's 
household Is cpnducted with consld 
erably more ■ simplicity than that of 
many .middle-class German families. 
She is thHfty and orderly, and often

The richest Britlsli-horn lady l.s the 
Marchioness of Crahani, a pcnrl 
anions women, noble in thought anil 
deed, .and Rencrous to (he extremes 
of genero.slty. On llie di'ath of her 
father, tho twelfth !;iil;e of Hamil- 
ton, she beeaine inistn-ss of the l.sle 
of Arraii, with an ineoiue' of £1]4.(J00 
a yc.'ir. To her leiuuits "he is ,a real 
Lady Bountiful. In hi'r i)lcturesque 
coriiuro.v (ircs.s and Tyrolean liat, .'-he 
can be seen almost every day, when 
In residence at ISastcrn Parle or 
l'"redorlok Castle, vlsttlngr tho tenants 
in their own homes, and distributing 
gifts with exceptional liberality. 

Princess Oeorgo of Greece, who wa.'s 
Princess Marie Bonaparte, lias an en- 
ormous fortune, which descended to 
her from h?p grandfather, M. Blanc, 
of Monte Curio fame. Princess Marie's 
extravagances have been conllned en- 
tirely to the employment of moans for 
adding tn her accoinpllshnicnts.

ing wore. In tliomselveH, perfectly 
liarniless amusonient.s. Tho report ad- 
\-l.sed that the church should make no 
rules concerning such matters but, 
having laid down the principles that 
should govern the conduct of Its mem- 
bers, leave the carrying out of the.se 
principles to the conscience oi indi- 
viduaLs. 

.Most people will concur in the wis- 
dom of this coiu\'e. There are evils 
enough In the world against which the 
church is bound' to fight without 
manufacturing sins. In.stoad of con- 
di'mnlng harmless amusements, tlu v 
should be encouraged as the mo.-t ef- 
feetive aid ngnlnst the indulgeuci' in 
those which are really sinful. The 
hoN-s and girls who liavi', in their own 
homes, the gri'Utest amount of healthy 
iday are least apt to seek" <ll\-.T.-il"n in 
forbidden places. 

Thei-e is a (l.'ingiu' of spending too 
much time even on amusements that 
are, in themselves, harmless, lint no 
rules can be made to prevent this. A 
strong sense of duty will prevent the 
individual from yielding to even tho 
most fascinating amusement and this 
it is tho business of the church to In- 
stil. 

* • • 

It Is becoming recognized thnt the 

management of the home Is a matter 
that should not be left to tho chance 
Instruction which !i girl may receive 
after her school days. are over. Very 
often the daughters of ;i family must 
,as .soon as they leave school seek em- 
ployment (dtlier for their own support 
or to assist their pareiit.s. The clerk, 
the typewriter or tli(> teacher have lit- 
tle time or opportunity to learn cocdc- 
Ing and those many arts which .'ire 
comprehended In the- Word housekceji- 
ing. Tn tho United States the general 
federation of women's club has com- 
menced a movement to give hou.-^e- 
kecpors nn opportunity of studying 
sanitation and hygiene, the compara- 
(i\-e values of food and many other 
things which It Is necessary for a good 
housewife to know. In many of the 
states It Is recognized that lii.strnctlon 
should begin earlier and domestic sci- 
ence has been introduced Into the 
.schools. Tn our own province this is 
the plan ndojited In the cities. The 
little girls learn under the supervi- 
sion of a trained teacher, how to cook 
and niannge a kitchen. This work Is 
cagerlv taken up and It is but seldom 
that anv member ot the- domestic -sci- 
ence class Is absent :from' Ijer place. 
It Is possible that this Avork cflpld bo 
developed and extended 'but we may 
congratulate ourselves that an excellent 
beginning haa been made. In needle, 
work, too, tho girls are receiving effi- 
cient instrnctlon and hereafter no girl 
will le;ive school without a knowledge 
of plain sewing In nil Its branches. 
\\-hat an advantage this will be, many 
a mother who was compelled to learn 
to make her own and her children s 
dresses, when .she had- other household 
duties to attend to. can appreciate. 

Is there not often a danger of our 
bringing needless unhapplnosa to our- 
selves and others by a want of tho 
sense of proportion. When children 
are naughty wo forget the long days 
and perhaps weeks during which they 
have been good and trouble ourselves 
over much. The teacher who Is an- 
noyed by the disobedience and way- 
wardness of on(! or two pupils Is too 
apt to forget the forty or more wlio 
have striven to do their duty and in 
consequence she, and perhaps her 
class as well, sulTer unn.'cessarily. 
how often one act of iinklndncss or It 
may be, thoughttulness, destroys tho 
frh'ndship which has lasted through 
years. This disposition to dwell on 
the defects of others rather than on 
what is worthy of praise is sometliing 
against which most of us need to 
guard. 

It Is, indeed, necessary to look evil 
and the tendency to evil In the face. 
But It Is as foolish as It Is wrong to 
exaggerate either. In tho little world 
In which we move we will fnd, when 
we come to think of It, that most men 
and women live good and useful lives. 
\'ery fe-w of lliein would. If It were 
in their newer, do lis, or anyone else 
an injury, .'Liul'most would be ready 
with s>'miiatby and nssi.stance in time 
of trouble. If then our sisters and 
friends are iipriglit, loving and pure, 
may we not believe; that what is true 
In our own little eirclu Is true ot <nir 
city and our country. 

There are, wo know, exceptions 
only too sad, but While using every 
effort to help those who have wan- 
dered from tho right path wo should 
recognize that right living and not vice 
is the rule. Even the great teacher 
tells us of the ninety an<l nine that 
went not a.stray. 

It is to be honed tlinl the r.ose 
show today will be well attended. The 
ladies anil gentlemen who hnvt- been 
iictlvc' in promoting so cNci'lleni nn 
enteriiriso deserve the suppn.-t iif all 
Victorians. All wi)ni;'n and most men 
loN'e rlmvei's and the y:)'.>". is a ni.i\ei'- 
sai fa\orite. Tin; .'■ii nv v,-ill u'tri'.el 
growers of roses and f(;w wiU fall to 
lake advantage ot lIio opportiinit> i.f 
seeing what others Iiave been able to 
accomplish In a' pursuit so delightful 
as rose culture.

— r?oadsido Trees, 

In answer.s to inquiries from the 
Uliite'd States, l.Ionsul -Clcnorul Robert 
1*. Skinner of .Marseille, furnishes tho 
foliowlfig Information relative to the 
effect of wayside trees on French 
roads. 

It Is proposed to plant trees along 
tho roadsides ot New York stale in or- 
der to keep, tho moisture in tho road 
and prevent' raveling, nnd tlie question 
has been : I'alsed whether or not tho 
roots of such trpos ,mdy ' spread, out 
underneath ,:;,Mio. -.road ti:Svrtaa9,:_ and 
eventually cfedte great damsge in a 



severe ; climate wliere there are ex- 
tremes of heat and cold. W hile f'rench 
roads .are not . al)vay|] bordered v.iih 
shade treed, they aro'so very trcqucntly 
and mv Information in that the trees 
are planted not only tor furnishing 
shade, but in iirder to protect the 
roads themselves against the effects ot 
e.xcisslve heat and drouglit. Jt Is be- 
lieved that the long, dry simiiiu;r sea- 
son Is much more liihnical to road.s 
than severe cold. The chief oflloer 1.4 of 
the opinion that, on (lie whole New 
York roads would be benellted if 
bordered with trees, suggesting, 
however, that only sucli should bo 
planted as have vertipaaiy descending 
roots. 

F. Blrbt, civil engineer, and former 
conductor of tho bureau of bridges and 
highways, expresses lihuself as follows 
on tho subjebt: 

"In countries whe.re the climate is 
damp, roadside trees are prejudicial to 
the niaintenance of the highways, us 
they prevent the tdreulation nf llie air 
and, the drying of the soil; in most of 
the southern h'rencii reginus sui-h plan- 
tations are, on tin; other hand. Very 
useful in dry weallier, as they main- 
tain the roailhed In a slate of fresh- 
ness favorulde to its cen.'^ervallon. jn 
ge'ueral, trees should l>i- selected Witii 
Idgb-sin'eadlng blanches, such as the 
rioplar, the elm, the ash, and they 
should be iilaiited gi-nerally ui)on liii; 
outer edge of the road-bo.x and at dis- 
tance of 10 meters (3'J.NO feet.) TCach 
tree should be placed in a hole 1 me- 
ter (3.28 feet) deep and I'/i meters 
(4.02 feet) square, and sliouid be trim- 
med I'o a height of 2V4 metres (>S.JO feetj 
above the surface. 

"The earth about ncwl.\- planted trees 
should be loosened in .March and Nov- 
ember—In March only after the third 
year— and thereafter uiilil their per- 
nmnciit growtli aiJiiears assured; siiiall 
trcnclii;s should be directed toward the 
tool of the tree. In order to secure the 
benellt of rains. Pinally, tho tree ItseU 
should be trimmed annually during tho 
lirsl ten years."

Besides 
garments made of pongee will jiuck in 
a sur])rlslngly sniiiil siiace and Ihoy 
are so cool and eomfortablel 

A wardrobe that will bo suitable 
and ample to travel with the coming 
summer, that Is, if one does not go 
into elaborate dressing at hotels, 
consists of six ])alrs of stockings, two 
pairs of tan shoes, one high and one 
low, and a pair of black pumps, ono 
pair of lightweight storm rubbers, 
four ribbed Lisle vests, four pairs of 
pongee bloomers, each requiring three 
yards of material,' two pongee petti- 
coats, one of the natural shade and 
one of a dark brown, each requiring 
eight and one-half yards of material;

twelve and one-half yards. 

It would be advisable to have two 
extra waists to change with, requiring 
three and one- half yards e!u;h; a 
shirt waist suit ot dark blue striped 
mohair, for cotd days, made pl'ilnly 
and requiring eight yards of material 
forty-Hve Inches wide; a long travel- 
ing coat mude of pongee at seventy- 
flvo cents a yard, and requiring nine 
and one-half yards- of material; a 
rainproof coat of Scotch coating for 
cooler stormy days, requiring si;{ 
yards of material forty-four inches 
wide. 

One straw hat of the .leml-dress 
order should be selected so that it 
can 1)0 worn on all occaslori.s, becauso 
a hat is the most dlfllcull thing 
there is to jiack. A' good straw must 
be bougiit, so that It will keep Its 
shape 

It shcHild be trimmed with ribbon, 
and a stiff feather or a wing. Two 
Iiairs of wash gloves are needed.

Ties can be 
made from pieces ot pongee left from 
the garments. 

-V kimono wrapper of dark blue 
crepe will requiro nine yards of ma- 
terial twenty-seven inches wide], 'J'hls 
will bo found specially useful, as om; 
Is not always provided with sufllcient 
bed elotlies when traveling, a.m'i tlu; 
wraiiper may bo slipped over '.im^'s 
nightgown. Kour nightgowns will ho 
sufllcient, and they may be of nnisMn. 
Add a s.'ick of Ilamii'l In case of cool 
nights. 

One frnek of semi-dress order will 
complete the ii'.'eessary outllt. Tills 
should be of an Alice Idue pongei; 
made in jumper style and worn with 
white guimiies. 'JTie dress will require 
fourteen yards of material twenty- 
seven inclii's wide, al seventy- llvo 
cents a yard. 

When making such a quantity ot 
garments the pongee might be bought 
by the piece, If preferred.

TOYS AT THE -BRITISH jyiUSEUM 

Some few months ago the authori- 
ties of the British Museum decided to 
I collect together their .specimens ot 
! ancient toys. The work was accord- 
I Ingly (lone, and now the toys are to 
j be seen groujied together lu a large 
] glass case In ono of tho T'lgyptian 
rooms. It is a small but wonderful 
collection, at once Interesting and 
pathetic. Looking at It, ono is most 
forcibly reminded, of the personal 
sameness • of children's playthings 
'X'liose battered remnants of tho nur- 
serios of long ago may be very differ- 
ent from the gorgeous possessions ot 
tlie modern child, yet their essence Is 
the same. Here are the self-s;ime 
jointed dolls, the Identical tojis, the 
rattles, thi.' nrnanu;ntal llgures, tlie 
coimlers. Today we elders play 
dlabolo; .yesterday It was jilng-pong; 
tntiiorrow It will be ho])-seoteh. Hut 
whate\-er it be. It will be somethiiig 
dilfi'rent. That whieli picas. -il liui a 
.vear or two ago will not iileasc nov.-. 
The fancy of children is iin)iplly nut 
so fickle. The jointed doll, the top, 
tho rattle have all come down In un- 
broken succession; but their favor has 
not grown dimmer because of ' their 
long lineage. 

Judged by tho specimens In the 
British museum, the (;arllest instinct In 
toys was tor dolls. These are not mih- 
of tiie stiff, iimiiovable sort, but there 
Is lie made of ra;;s da ling bad; to ihe 
seeorul eeiitur.',-. 'fhere is natur;illy a 
wide ilifferi'ue' in appearance iielweeii 
modern I'arislan lirauties and these old, 
carved bone other-day favorites, hut 
the i-iass is the .same The early liolls 
are very small and more or le;;s lea- 
turuless, bill Llie.\- have at least endur- 
ed; the dyn.isty of wax and .sawdust Is 
of a more epheiiu;ral Idnii, wliili; llie 
dignity of having belongi-d to the sec- 
ond century puts to bliisli many passing 
charms. Many of tlieso toys have been 
found in tiie tombs of children; and 
there Sa a, touch of pathos in the sight 
of a dismembered doll or battered rat- 
ile, poignantly expressing the taste and 
age of the child to whoih it was once a 
treasure. 

Golden lads and lassies must, 

fjllce chimney sweepers, come to dust. 

Next in inti;rest to the dolls Is the 
doll's furniture. Tli(;se sul.istantlal little 
tables, ciialrs ;ind sol'as have still tin.- 
jiower to charm a youthful gazer; and 
who can doubt the wisdmii of employ- 
ing- a material so much more tlurable 
than wood'.' Their iialnted wooden des- 
cendants of today, Willi their glued-on 
legs and rickely backs, may make a 
braver sliow al the llrsl, but not at the 
last. 

Next to the little group of what arc 
purely toys are tin,' games. Here boys 
are better represented. The lirsl coi- 
lectlun, with the exception of a lop and 
a good many ornamental llguros, is 
characteristically feminine; the games 
are charactci^lstlcally masculine. In 
this dlvlsjlon are dr.aughtsmen, knuckle- 
bones, tncje. Countei's; ■ too— Stiino ot 
crystal, some of ' bono; •and evidently 
used for games such as bur miidern 
ludo — are there; whilst tlio tesstrau or 
long rectangular blocks are covered 
wlvh helroglyijhlcs standing for— so 
runs the card— epithets, "usually of an 
Iri.sultlng nature." Can these have been 
used In something the s.ame'way iis our 
okT-fasliioned reading sweets. 'J'he epi- 
thets on these latter, 11 Is true, were as 
a rule of a llatterlng, not Insulting na- 
ture; but It is not impossible that l.ie- 
tweeii the two there ma.v be some subtle 
link. Tho boys of the Roman Ihnpire, 
at any rate, were llltle different from Ihe 
boys of modern England. Si.-ing Is no 
recent uiistart, but of a very ancient 
family. -V curious dice with fourteen 
sides lies amongst others of tlie ordin- 
ar.v .six-faci'd square tyjie; but ils use 
Is left a matter of spcculallon. 

In the same glass case, but judicious- 
ly placed apart from the toys and 
g.a.nics, are things for school use. A 
slate aiiioiigsl these is starllingly mod- 
ern. Hlackeiied and stained with years 
sincci its youth of the second century, 
Its wax surface has all tho appearanco 
of slate. It is made in tliat now obso- 
lei'c double shape, in which two slates 
framed In wood were fastened together 
by hinges, and being shut up, formed a 
sort of book. One half of the Roman 
slate Is gone; but the other with wood- 
en frame complete, is there, and tho 
hinges remain. Its date Is ot the sec- 
ond centiir.v, though the caricatures 
ar ' rough llgures scratched on Us sur- 
face give it a much more modern ap- 
pearanco. Lying near to the slate are 
reed-pens, long jind narrow in sliapi', 
and not dissimilar from om- quills; Ink- 
pots, loo, very much lil;e tliose in prcs- 
eiil' use, are represeiiled. 

A collection of this kind lias a two- 
fold Interest. Apart from a signilicance 
merely curious is one that is iHirel>- hu- 
mnn. If it is Interesting to be al,)le to 
contrast toys of so ancieiil' a date with 
those of today, bow much inoro inter- 
esting is the I'vlilence of (lie imehange- 
nbh uess of cliildisli taste! Little lingers 
strelelied out as eagerly then as now 
for a rattle; dolls were as lendi rly fnn- 
dh'd; tops were as vigorously spun. 
Moveover, that sli-aiii of humor w-hlcli 
pirennlally marks tlu; juvenile mind 
wa.s as strong in the days of Nero as 
now, ,lik1 Insulting epithets were al- 
re;i(iy a Joy — the "bally fut-head" nnd 
tile '"'beastly rotten*' of today are only 
.survivals. — Edith L. Elias, In Chamber's

Change in Opening of Season 
Proposed — Reasons for 
the Change 



There will be no grouse shooting llils 
fall until tho 1st of October. Thla 
statement was made yesterday by a 
prominent member of the Fish and 
Gatne club. Ho explained that It had 
long been the desiro of the majority 
of local sportsmen that these birds 
should bo given another month of se- 
curity In order that they might bo moro 
fully developed and better able to tolte 
caro of themselves' before cbntltigehts 
ot local hunters ■ W^re perftiitted to 
swoop down on tlijBjji,. 'They had made- 
such! representatiqinp'tbVthb.'-ipi'dvlncial 
govoi-nmeht and had'^^'curcd'tho prom- 
ise of tho passage of an ordbr-jn-coun- 
cll prohibiting the- killing of grouse 
until tho date mohtione'd. 

Heretofore tho open season for this 
species of game has started on the 1st 
of September. During the past sev- 
eral years thoro has been ci moro or 
less strong agitation for tho changing 
of the dale ns Indicated. Tho move- 
ment reached a climax some time ago, 
when tho members of the FIsIi and 
Oiiino club, almost unanimously, de- 
cided to take active measures to Ijrlng 
about the alteration. Their arKuniont 
as staled was that it was too soon 
after nesting to permit the wholesale 
slaughter of tho birds. The stock of 
these available In the south of Van- 
couver island could not stand the 
sifaln, in their opinion, and It would 
not be long. If the conditions were al- 
lowed to remain tho same, before the 
grouse became a thing of tho past. 

While there are some who will ob- 
ject to tho jiroposal the majority will 
agree that It Is the best move th.-it 
could be taken. They jioltit out tiiat 
by bringing- in Ijoth grouse and cock 
Iihcasani.s on the same date the excuse 
so often advanced by !uint(>rs with the 
latter IjIrdM in their possession during 
October 'that they siiot them In mis- 
take" will not lie possible. Also tho 
grouse will bo larger and faster on tho 
wing, assuring better shooting from a 
s|)ortsman's standpoint and a finer bird 
for table use.

Decks Razed of Houses — Was 
:, ■ Almost in Collision With 
r^^ Big Icebergs 



• Hur decks swept of the houses and 
having had her boats lifted from tho 
lashings. and' some tossed nearly sixty 
feef high,' and one seaman swi'pt to 
doaOi, tlie Brltiali I'our-ma.sttul ship 
IjOfil Sliut'teshury, Ciipt. Thoiiuis. which 
Jirrlved yostordny morning, 70 days 
from Iqulciuu, -had luv awful i'X.ivrlt'iu:u 
on her outward trip to tlu^ Soiitli 
American coast, when roundin.ir Capo 
Horn. Hundreds of :on:i of foaming 
wator poundod over lier cpiarivr, (.'apt. 
Thomas thinlia aljonl l,r>00 tons at 
least, when a tidal wavo drove against 
the stout sailing shl]) wlion slio was 
bowling along, well licelud over, under 
a strong gale, carrying only two small 
topsails. This was on October. (i, when 
tho Lord Shaftesbury, bound from Per 
Talbot for Antogagasta with 3,700 tons 
. qf coal, was 300 miles west of Cape 
Horn, rounding into th^ .Pacific, 
; A strong gale had blown during the 
rilght and the vessel was under scant 
canvas, but one of her crew, a seaman 
named John Sylvester, was on dock. 
Day was just breaking, a dull grey 
morning, with dawn breaking slowly 
In a leaden sky, when tho tidal wave 
came. The rushing wall of water — 
how high It was none knew— swIsIkmI 
down upon the vessel with a roar and 
beat against the plates with a thud like 
a giant hammer shivering the ship 
from end to end as it recoiled from the 
blow of the waters. Swirling, with 
tremendous force, tho hundreds of tons 
of water fore up strong angle Iron.T 
and lifted away deckhouses as taough 
they were chips; smashed In the galley 
and all the dt!Ck gear aft to the break 
of the poop, where tho ventilators were 
shared away as though they had been 
cut with a knife. 

Tho Lord Shaftesbury rolled over on 
her yards, the flooding seas,. <;urllng 
green, lifted away the boatst. onb,j5eln5 
awept high over the main yard, a dis- 
tance;. ofv.65,>or;i§p.;.y«ii;§8<4»pftlfci,*WJio'i 
the .wave : passed and- the captain and 
crew 'rushed up from ' below, Sylvester, 
who alone had seen the horror, was 
gone. He must have been swept from 
any hold; no one could have lived on 
the deck when the tidal' wave swept 
It, Tho seamen saw the wrecked deck, 
the houses being carried away and only 
the torn and twisted angle irons l)elng 
left tb mark from where the waters had 
swept Vhcm.. The sjKirs still stood, and 
the strained and started vessel lay over 
with the breaking seas still splashing 
on her Incllhed'd'eck. 

It was a sorry company that clam- 
bered out that gray, stormy morning 
last October, and, brcakl'aslless, took 
shovels and went to work in the hold 
to trim the shifted coal. The galley 
had gone, stove and all else tliat could 
be utilized by the cook, and for five 
days, while they shoveled coal des- 
perately to trim the cargo, the sailor- 
men lived on cold salt beef and water. 

It was decided to run back to Monte- 
video for repairs, and, heeled over, 
leaking and in distress, the Lord 
Shaftesbury was worked back around 
tho Horn. For twenty days sho Was 
malclng her way back around the cape 
of storms, and when nearlng the Falk- 
land Islands fell In wllli a large •field 
of drifting Ice. Several Immense berg.'! 
were sighted, and the ship was on one 
occasion, almost In collision with - one 
"of the big Ice mountains, passing so 
close In the fog that her spars scraped 
tho Icy sides of tho floating hill. There 
wero himdreds of icebergs, and while 
the Lord Shaftesbury was tlu-eading her 
way through them the lookout sudden- 
ly shouted "Ice ahead." 

Tho day was foggy and as the look- 
out .shouted warning all on board sud- 
denly saw tho gleam tln-ougli tlie inlst. 
Soon, in a break of llu! fog curtain 
thev saw two big bergs ahead, with a 
channel los.s than SUO feet wldo be- 
tween the two. Through this way the 
helmsman worked the slilp, on one oc- 
casion the vessel i)asslng so close to 
one of the two bergs that the spars 
scraped its side. 

At Montevitleo the vessel was docked 
for survey, airgo discharged, and she 
was generally repaired, being about 
ninety day's at fbe Argentine i)ort, from 
• where she' waS ordered to Australhi to 
•;takc a cargo of coal to liiuiQue, from 
which port tho vessel arrived yester- 
day, after a run of 70 days. 

"With the exception of a gale blow- 
ing at tho rale of about GO ndles an 
hour, encountered in the latitude o£ 
San Francisco, about 100 miles off 
shore, tho Lord ' Shaftesbury Jiad com- 
paratively good weather l)ound north. 
Nine days ago J. Manton, an ordinary 
.seaman of the vessel, fell from tlie 
hatch while going Into the liold, drop- 
ping a distance '^jf 30 feet, Shi|jniates 
htirrlcd and plcked hlm up, and he was 
Jioistcd on deck. Manton was found 
to have his left anklo and wrist 
sprained, hla .^forearm, being.' badly 
bruised.- Ho has since ■ been confined 
tb his • bunk ' on board the ship, and 
whether he has sustained any Internal 
Injurlo.s is not known. He will be 
ijrought ashore in tho launcli Dola and 
taken to tho marine hospital for treat- 
ment.

The opening of navi- 
gation for White Pass ste.'imer.^; breaks 
all records, the latest heretofore be- 
ing June 15, but the Independent 
steamers have not been held up In 
tills manner.

A special dispatch to the Colonist 
from Capo Nomo . says tho steamer 
Victoria, first of the treasure steamers 
to return from the northern camp, left 
there yesterday morning with a larKc 
passenger list and inucli, gold. The 
fleet of steamers wlilcli has arrlveil at 
Cape Nome si)ent seven days bucking 
tiio ice, four days in siglil of Cape 
Nome, according to furtlier ailvlces 
telegraphed from tlie Arctic city, and 
it was mainly due to tlie elforis of 
Capt. E. L. West, wliu took the steam- 
er Corwin, first of tlu- steamers to 
reach CaiK! Nome, to open a eliaiin-.'l 
Vhrough the ice lliat the steamers were 
enabled to nuilvo tiieir way tUrougli. 
The Victoria came In first with uie 
steamer Olymi)la three Imurs bi-lilnil, 
and then came the steamer Si-nalo]- ol 
tlie Pacific Coast Steamship company. 
Tile Uhio, Norihwestern and anoiiier 
vessel whose identity was not learned 
were sighted off shore, held by the ice. 

Suin« of the steamers were Injured bj- 
Ice. Tho Victoria had a leak owing 
to collision with iCo, water flowing into 
No. 2 hold. Repairs wero eftecteu suf- 
ficiently to allo>V .the steamer to pro- 
ceed back yesterday. The .Senator, 
which passed tlrrou^'h 250. iiitles of ice, 
had hor rudder coupling liroken, but 
niado repairs and is ex|>ected to leave 
today. The A'ictoria i.s .scheduled to 
come soutli via St. iSlichacl, and the 
Senator is exi)ecied to be the first ves 
sol to reacli llie Sound. 

Regarding tlie excitement at Cape 
Nome conceinlrig the coming of the 
steamers, a dispatch from tho north- 
ern port says: 

"Not Tor twenty years past has tho 
ice been as bad as this spring and th 
feat of bringing the steamships 
through in safety reflects great credit 
on every muster In . the fleet. As ex- 
pected, the wor-st of the pack ■ which 
wa.'j driven south by the Avlnd lodged 
between NunlvaU and St. Lawrence Is 
land, wliere It was closely wedged and 
Into which' for somgi days there, was; no 
entrance, -^t last, "Uftcf trying .several 
false leads, the vessel 'maila't^ed to get 
III rough ^abot^t: 200. jniles pf tho leu and 
within fifty mirea''of Nome. -'Tlicro the 
course was blocked most effectually by 
solid Ice, Into which none of the iron 
hulls could pierce a way. 

In spite of the fog which prevailed 
•nobt of tho time, the vessels worked 
in all directions trying to find a load 
which would bring tiieni througii and 
into open water bef<ire Nome. From 
June li to .June Hi they tried in vain 
to find a way out. Un that unlucky 
dale the wind shifted, the .air grew 
colder and witli no way of escape tlie 
vessels were soon fast locked in tlio 
Ice, which threatned to crush the hulls 
liico egg shells. 

Tlie pack was moving slowly Vo the 
north and ai)i)arently the ships were 
doomed to be earrii-d into the Arctic 
ocean, there to tirift around with the 
pack until inidsuminer or eai'ly fall 
saw tho breaking up of tlio floes. . The 
throe first ships, Victoria, Senator an4 
Olympla, wero sighted by .the citizens 
of Nome when the pack was off Sledge 
Island. The anxiety In this city had 
been intense for not a resident In a 
radius of hundreds of miles but had 
a relative or friend on the first fleet. 
Consternation rei;-iu,-d when It was 
soon that the vessels were frozen in and 
being carried away from port. 

Finally Capt. West, wlio brought the 
Corwin through llie ice early in lie.- 
month, sallied forth to the rescue. With 
her protected liow, the stiumcli little 
vessel bucked into the solid pack like 
a ramrod, and after a wonderful e.\- 
hibition of endurance and sl;l!l the slilp 
opened a channel to the Victoria, wliich 
passed itiio the fairway at Nome, fol- 
lowed by the Oh-nii)laa few hours later. 
Tho Victoria had a full list of jias- 
sengers, including some of the mosi 
prominent operators in this city. Tin- 
Olympla brought a full cargo of freight 
and a few passengei-s, having left Se- 
attle May 30. Tho latter was undam- 
aged, but tho "Victoria had a hole in 
her huU from the ipe and fifteen feet 
of water In. No, 2 hold, which contains 
largely coal cargo. She also had her 
steering gear broken. 

Tho Senator was still fast locked In 
the Ice, but the.. Corwin continued to 
|)lunge her nose lilto«the pack and to- 
day the Pacific coast vessels with its 
crowd of passengers was released and 
came to anchor. Her rudder post coup- 
ling was ijrolceii by the Ice, but other- 
wise silo was in good shape.

Bell'Sounded By Novel Plan Is in Op- 
eration oh the Marine Depart- 
ment' Wharf 



The marine department is te.-illiiR 
one of the new ga.-i beacons and liolls 
which have been adopted for use in 
Hritisli Columbia waters. One of the 
new modelled buoys has boon placed on 
the wharf at tho marine department 
to be tested and following tin- ti-st 
will bo established at Helen Point, 
Active Pass. The bell, which rlng.s 
full and clear, is soundcul in a uiilqne 
manner. Inside llie bell is a cylinder 
at the top of which Is a steel ball. Tin- 
ryliiulor is in effect a cannon in whieli 
tlio acetylene g;is is accumulated, anil 
when the gas readies a small vent 
opposite which there la a flame it ex- 
plodes, "'fllscharglhg'tho'steel ball which 
strikes tho bell and drops again Into 
the muzzle. Of the cylinder to await tlie 
next discharge. The timing of tlio 
soundings is arranged by the valves, 
allowing the Income of gas. The bell 
Is surmounted by an acetylene gas 
beacon.

BUILDER'S OF CA'IVIOSUN 
LOSE ANOTH ER APPEAL 

Will Now Carry Suit Agains^ Union 
Steamship Company to Privy 
Council. 



Tlie bullde.rs of the steamer Camosun, 
Bow McLachlan & Co. of Paisley,' have 
lost tlioir appeal to tho supreme court 
of Canada against the decision of Jus- 
tice Martin of this city, who dismissed 
tlii'lr action against tlie Union Steam- 
sliip company, wliich deducted the cost 
of repairs to the Camosun at San Fr.-m- 
cisco, en route here, neeossiiry because 
of alleged di-fi-ctive construction, from 
payment for llie steamer. The 13rltlsli 
Columbia courts iierniitted the Union 
Stcainslii|) company lu put as a set-off 
against the shipljuilders' claim for llie 
construction of the Camosun tho 
amount of the rejinirs and the loss they 
suffered tiirough the alleged faulty con- 
struction of the steamer. They sub- 
mittod that the (luestlons should be 
Iriod separately.

Dust Niiisanco 

.Sir: — Yom- artlele In today's paper Is 
Gtralglit and to the point. Tliero is no 
need for the (paintlty of dust In our 
streets If your suggestions are carried 
out. Let the city purchase some good 
road sweeping machines and collect the 
dust In lieapH at iilgbt time and remove 
onrly In tlie morning, and then will tho 
water sprinklers have some eftect on 
the remaining dust and not before. It 
Is absurd to suppose that a slight 
sprinltling of water-upon llnely powder- 
ed lime and other dirt, once or twlco 
a day. can have any effect upon tho 
roads. Again the road material l.s not 
tho right sort, a.s 1 stated In a letter 
to your paper Eonio time ago. It lias 
too much lime in it and easily grinds 
to powder under oven light traffic, in 
a very short time. In England I used 
to supply a bard quality of jiorphyry 
stone to the county towns, cnisiied and 
pansed through a 2 1-4 niesli. ThI.s was 
rolled well, In a wet condition, covered 
with a good supply 'of one inch ohip- 
plngB from which all sand had been ex- 
tracted, until it close smooth surface 
bad been acquired and which lasted in 
many instances for over five vear.s un- 
der heavy traffic with only slight re- 
pairs. Some towns would send for the 
stone sixty miles by rail and pay as 
much OB flfteen.'shiningB per ton rather 
than use Inferior limestone. 

Tf only the matter Is taken In hand 
and attended to in a businesslike man- 
ner, I am siii'f the liouseliolders will 
bo thankful. There Is no pleasure In 
cultivating a garden, .spoilt bv dust and 
besides our houses would be less flirty. 
Tills Is a matter which should be con- 
sidered above all things, sinco wo are 
subject to frequent breezes, carrying 
dui.t before them which nothing can e.\- 
cludo.

Vancouver, Juno 18. — A po.sslblo re- 
vision of tho v/ator rates both to rosl- 
dont.s and outsldo dlst5lcts was dis- 
cussed at a special session, of the water 
committee yesterdaVi. and while no de- 
finite action was taken the tenor ol 
the remarks. "Was to- the. pffeot . that a 
ir^ylsioa, in some fields was .not un- 
likely. ■ : 

Superintendent Madison reported 
the result o£ placlngr a number of 
meters In private residences In tlic 
city for the purpose of comparing tho 
meter rate for tho actual amount of 
water consumed with the flat rate for 
household s^^rviees. In one west end 
r-jsklence where a small family lived 
tho water consumption for tho month 
was 535 cubic feet, which would make 
the payment on the measurement ba- 
sils ?1.15, while the houeshold rate was 
only sixty cents. Another west end 
residence, where a slxty-slx-foot lawn 
wan belngt watered, showed a motor 
consumption of $6.09, as against a flat 
rate of $1.G0 On tho other hand, .sl.x: 
cottaires in tho east end which are 
oblalnhifT water through a single motor 
showed a payment of only twenty-six 
cents for each house for the month, 
as against a regular household rate of 
forty cents. 

A flood of aldermanio opinion wa.s 
poured forth after tho reception of tho 
report, tho views expressed being, at 
wide divergence. After listening to 
the talk for half an hour Aid, Me- 
Gulgan declared It was "all wind" a-nd 
said tho council ought to leave tho 
recommendation as to the rates to the 
permanent officials who understood 
the practical details of tho matter. 

Aid. !Morton was in favor of declar- 
ing .a special rate for tenement i)ro- 
pcrLy or, possibly, making tlie basis of 
the ratos the rental value of tho liold- 
liigs tlu-oughout, but his fellow-alder- 
men saw difficulties In the way of 
.sucli an arrangoniont. 

Tho comptroller, superintendent, 
fecretary and chairman were finally 
iippolnted a committee to look into the 
question and advise whether any 
change was necessary In tho city 
rates. . , ^ 

Messrs. Bridgo -and Trites ot the 
Richmond municipal council asked the 
committee to fix upon a rate at which 
water could bo given tho district. It 
was stated that speedy action was de- 
sired in order that a by-law might be 
submitted to tlie suburban electorate 
this year and the work of laying dis- 
tribution mains pushed during the 
summer. 

Tho committee was of the opinion 
tliat the city, .should not enter upon 
any extensive sale of water until the 
Se.vmour creek system was available. 
This expression was satisfactory to the 
delegation. On the .question of the 
rale Councillor .TrlteS Said 'that the 
farmers merely asked for the surplus 
of the Vancouver' supply, and as this 
represented nothing to the city a very 
low rate should be given. The fact 
that the supply was desired for the 
watering of the cattle which supplied 
Vancouver with milk should also, be 
taken Into account. 

Aid. MacmlUan asked whetlicr nlch - 
mond would give up to tho city It.s 
water record nn the Seymour, and the 
.mswcr wa.s di.stinctly negative. Tho 
one way In which such a condition 
could lie considered was that Vancou- 
ver promise a .sure supply to the 
niohninnd district for all time to come. I 

Tho upr.hot of tho discussion .was a 
direction to tho permanent officials to 
report next Wednesday on .the actual 
cost of water delivered In, tho city and 
also as to the proper rates which 
should be charged to householders .out- 
side the city. 

Superintendent Madison reported 
that additional cable was required for 
tho hauling of the malti over tho Sec- 
ond Narrows?, and Inquiry will be made 
among the Island mines for the ma- 
terial.

There Is said to lie quite .a demand 
for labor on tho Spreckles and otlier 
sugar plantations on the Hawaiian Is- 
lands and the Hindus are deeming it 
more advls.able to work whore they are 
sure of. getting their wages. Many of 
tho Hindus claim that tliey have had 
trouble In collecting wages for work 
done in Vancouver.

Vancouver, June! • J8.--:-'ITo. disturb, 
tho Jurisdiction of the courts' of ; ,thls 
province In dlvbrca and matrimonial 
matters which has been exercised for 
the past thlrty-ono years would he to 
create social and domestic calamity."

First, by past judicial decisions, 
uplioldiiig practice and authority for 
if baek to the' d.a\-s of Sir .Ta:.ic.s 
Douglas an!

Secondly, by frequently revLoed 
supremo court rules, which have eve 
received the sanction of too legisla- 
ture before becoming operative. 

Thirdly, by tlio attitude ot the 
provincial legislature, with Its various 
enactments regarding divorce and 
matrimony, as well. as the attitude of 
the Federal, parllamentj.: whtoh h.is 
never repealed any( of these provincial 
acts.

The Jlotor Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland has published a tract con- 
talnlns a list of rule.s and re>,'ulatloiia 
^of the road, compiled by the union for 
the guidance of motorists. The rules 
are introduced with tlie very true ob- 
servation that traffic dirtlcultles are 
usually duo to non-observance of road 
regulations. The following are the chief 
rules: — Taking corners. — A corner 
should not bo cut close on the right 
(or 'off') side, but it Is e.'ipecially dan- 
gerous to talve a. corner on the wrong 
Bide wlien It cannot be seen that the 
road is clear. Therefore in taking 
"blind corners to the righ hand, nhvayy 
Iceep to the extrenio left, or 'near' sld 
no matter how much slowing down 
tills may Involve. .Main road traffic 
has the priority. Therefore when en- 
,terlng a main road from a side road 
always do so at a .slow ]jace. Signals. 
— Wlien about to alter speed or direc- 
tion the following indications should 
ilje given: — (a) .Stopping or aloulng 
'down; the driver's rlglit arm extended 
horizontally from the .shoulder with the 
forearm held up vertically; (b) a turn 
to the right — his right arm arm fully 
extended; (c) a turn to the left — the 
•left arm similarly extended. On no 

■ account should the driver extend his 
right arm when a turn Is to be made 
to the left, nor should any liaHsengor 
,e.\tend his left arm when a turn I;; 
to be made to the right. The right 
hand, held dojvmvard at the side of the 
car and waved f dr'wards ' gives a' use- 
ful signal that following traffic may 
pass. It Is well to make these signals 
habitually whr-tluT thcro Is trall'le or 
not. It is often qulti- as Important to 
.'communicate any change of direction 
(Or speed to those In front o.^ you as 
,to those behind. A signal should also 
,1)0 given at a facing junction of forked 
roads so as to Indicate which road Is 
.to be taken. . Jlcetlng or Overtaking. — 
'All traffic Hhould be met or overtaken 
on Us proper side, and as much room 
lis possible should be gh-rn t<i bicycles. 
AVhenever e<invenloiit ly possllde motor 
■drivers should keep ru;lit hand or 'oil' 
side whe-el.'; near to liie centre of tlui 
■road. On aiuiroaehing brUlge with 
a sharp rise !:ei>i, well to llie left er 
•'near' side of the road. Avoid passing 
.another vehicle at any bend of the 
road or at a cros.s ro;id. AVhon abuut 
.to pass a vehicle going tho same way 
as yourself If a third vehicle is nearly 
'.approaching from the opposite direction 
let the latter pass you bofon; you over- 
•take tho former. When passing a nnm 
'.rldin.g In charge of two horses, ke.p, 

if possible, on tho side fartlu-st from 
the led liorse. When overtaking an- 
pthcr vehicle, especially a motor car, 
-De certain that your presence is rc- 

■ cognized before you attempt to pass. 
In traffic keep a reasonable distance 
from tho vehicle in front. In descend- 
'Ing hills give way to ascending traf- 
.fic. The horn or hell should be used 
with discrimination, eacli signal hav- 
ing 4its special purpose, and sounded 
not more loudly nor more frequently 
than Is quite necessary. "Wlien stop- 
ping or pulling up do so In a Bultable 
and convenient place. Never stop near 
a corner. Accidents. — Bo prepared for 
any emergency, and always stop In 
case of accident. Avoid splashing pc- 
;destrlans with mud.

FORT CHURCHILL THE 
PORT OFJUDSON BAY 
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Ottawa, June 10. — (Special Corres- 
pondence) — In view ot the ijovurn- 
inent's announcenienU that it will Khort- 
ly introduce legislation to aid lii tiio 
constructln of the Hudson 15ay line 
from tlic Pas to l''ort Churchill, a re- 
port of the topographic;'.! .surveys 
branch which has been recently issued, 
is of considerable value. It is tiio usual 
unattractive-looking blue book. How- 
es or, if tlio reader ^viU overcome his 
lirojudico. and delve Into the volume lie 
will llnd much that will interest and 
,nlorm him. The volume contains 'ilie 
ropoiis of engineers who were sent to 
exi.doro Die proposed route of tho Hud'- 
.'ion's Bay line. W. Thlbaudeau, C,E., 
visited ii'ort Churchill and explored the 
wliole of the district between that te'r 
minus and the Pas. . Surveyors also 
worked up from Earwood to tho Pas 
and north so that It can 'uu seen thai 
thi.i piosalc looking blue book Is not as 
(lull as it appears. Land surveyors iind 
ci-fiinecrs ure not as a rule masiert 
English. Their life is loo practical. 
These olflcials are no exceptions. Tlioy 
liavi; not. ■wasted words In llowery des- 
criptions In plain, unvarnlsliod, often 
technical terms they have set down 
facts and ligures of the nortl; land. It 
I,s a report, however, which every west 
crncr wlo takes the trouble to examine 
it w ill lead with Interest. It 'Js enough 
lo mako optlndsL's of the ihoat Illy 
llverti'i, white-iieartod craven of us. 
Valuable Report. 

Delinlto knowledge In regard to Fort 
Churchill, tho availability ot its harbor 
and its value as a terminus for tho new 
railroad, and of the whole Immciiso dis- 
trict.' stretching down to prairie oivlli 
:!citIoii Is so meagre that tho rojjort of 
Mr. Tlilbaudeau will be wc-lcomeil 
tlu'ougliout the wliole of the Dominion 
111 view of the legislation wlilcli'lias 
Oi.cn proposed by, tlio government th 
rci)ort is exceedingly timely. While 
Mr. Thlbaudeau- visited Fort Churchill 
In Seiitoinber, his exploration trip from 
that place to The Pas was made In the 
dead of winter. His report thus loses 
much of the value it would ha've had it 
inado in tho summer time. 

The harbor IsiapparqnPy a magnlll 
Cent one, He malces the important 
statement that there would be no diC- 
llculty In keeping It open the year 
round, with the aid ot' Ico-breakors. 
Tho enfrance to tho harbor is about 
;;,000 feot wide, with a minimum depth 
of water of ten fathom-;. A fathom, 
(or the bcnelU.oC land-lubbers, we may 
say Is si.M f. et. Vessels drawing tliirty- 
si.i; feet of water cfuild enter tho harbor 
and anchor wllhiii liOO y;irds of the 
west shore to :i point li.SO feet south ot 
Fort Prince of \Vales. The lay nnlsldo 
the harbonalso affords good anchorage; 
there is ample depth of water. , 

Mr. Thibaufieau goes on to say that a 
ve.'isel drawing twenty-four feca' of wa- 
ter can come within 150 yards of tlie 
east side ot the harbor, from It.s mouth 
to a i)oInt l.'iO yards south of Battery 
bcaeon. There I.t also good anchorage 
ijuutli .of the J)pUu' alluded to (l.'iO yards 
fioiith of Battery beacon) for 2,000 feet 
in length by SCO feet In width for ves- 
sels drawing twenty-four feet of water. 
Opposite Battery beacon for -a distance 
of 2,500 feet across tho harbor there is 
II mlnlinum depth of twenty-four feet 
ot water. 

An Ancient Fort. 

Ac^custonied as we are to thriving 
towns and cities In the west which 
have sprung up almost over night. It 
comes as somewhat of a surprise to 
learn that Fort Churchill is ijrobably 
tlio oldest place west of the great lalics. 
It was in IfiSS the then newly organlz- 
od Hudson's Bay Company founded a 
post at this magnillcont harbor. In 
1721 the post was rebuilt. On the West 
side ot the entrance to- the harbor, is 
Fort Prince of Wales, a substantial old 
fortress, which was comnienciMl in 1733 
nud not completed until iliirtoen ycaivs 
later. It Is no toy fortress either. Tho 
length of each side Is 312 feet, threo ot 
ilie sides Ijeing of dn'ssed and dimen- 
sion stone inside and out. Tho walls 
lire 3-1 feet thick, and 10 feel hiBh. In 
the stormy dax s of the eighteenth cen- 
tury it was niounted NS'lth a battery ot 
forty canon. During the e.Ncltlng days 
of the linal conflict betwcon tho French 
and tho Englisli the fort was captured 
and partially destn.iyed by the I'rcncli 
admiral, La Porouse in 1782. 

How absolutely non -sentimental and 
utilitarian is the mind ot an cngiiieerl 
Mr, Thlbaudeau cooly suggests that tho 
walls of old Fort Prince of AVales could 
be admirably "utilized for building 
puri)oacs." What would not tho people 
of Winnipeg give If historic old Fort 
Garry had only been preserved In It.i 
entirety"/ Throughout the length and 
breadth of the Dominion (dTiuts ;ire 
being made by historic and patriotic 
societies to .-save the relics of early days 
of Ouada. The old tort at tho ter- 
minus of what Is to be the now outlet 
of the \ve;it Is the oldest and one' of the 
most interesting reminders of ih'v stir- 
ring (lays of the past. VWm if tho Hud- 
son Hay railway were never built, even 
it Fort ('hurcliill never i.-; morc' than a 
fur-trading post this old fort should lie 
saved by the Dominion. It i.s to be 
hoped that tlio llrst settlers of the new 
metropolis will be i)atrlotlc enough or 
If not, will be prevented from using the 
walls of the fort, as sugg<'sted by Mr. 
Tlilbaudea u. 

Description of Fort CInircliill 

He gives a rather technical, ."still val- 
uable ('esci ipvioii of i'^ort Churchill, tho 
liarbo ■, tl'.e surroundings, etc., which 
we quote as follows: 

Churchill consists of two peninsulas, 
one on tho west being about ten miles 
by three miles wide at the southern end, 
and one on the oast side about live 
miles by two miles wide at Iho south- 
ern end. The western peninsula on Its 
western side has two ridges,- each from 
90 to 125 feet in height; the northern 
one extending 3V4 miles southerly from 
Fort Prince of Wales, nnd the south- 
erly one commencing at a point 4% 
miles south of Port Prince of Wales 
and extending southerly a distance of 
11 miles. 

These ridges consist of (fclspnthlo- 
quartzltc) sandstone of a green grey 
color, well adapted for hiillding pur- 
poses. Fort Prince of Wales Is built ot 
this stone, and Its durability may ))r. 
gauged by the fact that It has not suf- 
fered, althougli built In 1733. 

"On tho .southerly end of tho north 
orly ridge there Is a deposit oC v.'hlte 
tpiartzite, similar in formation to Jlar- 
l)lo Island; this stone takes a lino fin- 
ish and is well adapted for ornn mental 
huUdlrig purposes; an area of about ten 
acres is exiiosed. The northerly ridge 
forms a level plateau, sandy In places, 
the southerly end being rugged. Tho 
southerly ridge Is rugged from Its nor- 
thern end . until, opposite Mosquito 
])olnt. - 

"From, the .pplnit, of. the,-,^VOst;. ppnln-; 
jmla to the/R<>yaliTSfoR'hwest'" Mounted 
Police i)ost the torracb la sand and 



gravel — the balance to Mosquito point 
Is clay and rocky till. Broken lime- 
stone i.s found In large quantities with- 
in halt a mllo southerly of tho police 
post, 

"From Fort Churchill for two and 
one-half miles southerly, the flat aver- 
ages about one mile in width, and con- 
tains line grazing land,■;;vt'.^i.:'''' 

"Following the shore from the en- 
trance to tho harbor for 150 yards south 
of Battery beacon there in a rocky 
rldgo from 3G to 15 feet In height of the 
same formation as tho one described 
on the western peninsula; the stone ia 
also well suited for building purposes. 
Thence, for two and one-half miles 
southerly, the rldgo lakes a bend in- 
land tliO ilat In some places being 
three-quarters of a mllo in width be- 
twcii the rldgo and the siioro-llne. 

"On the platea.! formed by tills rldgc 
between Battery and Bat'tery beacon, 
from the harbor to tho bay, there are 
good building sites. About a mllo south 
of Battery beacon the plateau Is sandy, 
and, extending from the fiver to tho 
bay, a distance of 3,bp0 .febt'ln. length 
by, 1,200 feet In wldth,."Is also good for 
building sltes.'^ The balance of tho plat- 
eau la'niore or less rocky and broken. 

"About three miles southerly of 
Battery beacon, and two-thirds of a 
mllo from the river are three or four 
fresh water lakes at an elevation of 
ntteen feet above high water. Tho 
bottoms of these lakes consist of lime- 
stone; lliey cover an area ot about one 
square mllo and would furnish a good 
water supply. 

Botweii the lakes and tho river p 
good site exists for large railway sliopa 
and yards. Tho Hats are formed of 
clay and rocky tHI. 

"From high water mark to a point 
lialf a mile in the river the water is 
only two feel deep — this land Is suscep- 
tible to reclamation. About two and 
one-quarter miles from Battery beacon, 
soutlicrly on the Hudson Bay shore, 
there Is a large deposit of limestone ot 
a cream color. This covers an area of 
1,200 to 1,600 feet and extends into tiio 
bay as far as low water mark, a dis- 
tance of about half a mile. This is easy 
to quarry, and would make good build- 
ing stone and lime for building pur- 
poses. 

"Although tliere is no merchantable 
timber la ilie vicinity of Churciilll, 
there Is abundance of lino building 
stone anil limestone to Ijo found every- 
where, and there Is also on ample sup- 
ply of timber for fuel purposes for 
inafiy years along both banks ot tlic 
Churchill river and around Button bay. 

"In September, October nnd jiart ot 
November large shoals of white whales 
(I counted ihirty-llve In one shoal) 
could bo seen going up river .at every 
tide., Salmon trout and whiteJlsh arc 
taken In the river and harbor all the 
year, but are more abundant In the 
spring. 

"At Churchill, potatoes, turnips and 
other vegetables have been successfully 
raised at the Hudson Bay fort. For 
many years cattle and liorses have 
been successfully kept and bred at the 
Hudson 13ay post. Excellent butler was 
also made. Splendid pasture nnd liay 
meadows .are found on both sides of 
the river above tho harbor for a laiown 
distance of thirty- live miles. 

"At the head of Button bay there is 
an area of 2,000 acres upon which good 
hay can bo cut, whlcii lias been pro- 
nounced by Professor Mncoun as afford- 
ing excellent forage. Wild black and 
rod currants .and goosoljcrrles arc found 
In great quantities, and are the equal, 
it not the superior. In flavor ot garden 
produce. Barrels of black cur.rants can 
bo i)ioked>' around Fort Prince' of Wales; 
cranberries exist In great ali'undanco 
every;vvhere. Other berries which are 
indigenous to the cUmate abop.nO." 

It was not until Jan 2', 1907, that Mr. 
Thlbaudeau left Fort Churchill for tho 
trip to the Pas, which, he reached on 
l''eb. 16. Owing to the fact that tho trip 
was made in tho dead of wintw his ob- 
servations of tlie country are not as 
valuable as they otherwise would have 
been. He mapped out a route tor tho 
proposed route, hut the department has 
not seen hi' to make this public. Ho 
advocates following as closely as pos- 
filblo the river; ho sees no great engin- 
eering ditiicultles ahead and believes a 
liii could be built at a "reasonable cost." 

Apparently the route advocated by 
Mr. Thlbaudeau and also liy another 
oiiglnecr, Mr. McLaggan, who examin- 
ed the country between The Pas, Paint 
lake and Burnl%vood river, Is from the 
Pas to the southeast of Reed lake; 
from there the line should cross Grass 
river between Reed and "WekuBko lakes, 
and oontinuing down the north side ot 
Grass river and Sitting lake, pass to the 
north of Paint lake. The remainder ot 
the route evidently suggested Is gcner- 
;dly north and east along the little 
C^hurcliiU and the Churchill rivers. 
1'his route, tho engineers believe, In ad- 
dition to being the easiest and cheapest 
to build would tap the country from 
which the most trafflo would be de- 
rived. 

About one- third of tho country from 
Fort Churehlll to tho Pas is marsh. Tho 
higher lands are covered with spruce 
and tamarac, sultablo only for fuel and 
I)ulpwood. No minerals were seen by 
Thibaudeau, but .McIjUggan In thi) dis- 
trict he explored reports gold, sliver, 
iron and limestone. ^Vater power Is to 
be found In abundance on all the rivers 
and there la unlimited power In the 
Churchill, only about seventy miles 
from the fort. A. R. F.

The fair will be on Inside of two wcoita 
and there Is still a multitude of minor 
dtdall.-; lo be arranged. The managers 
are, luiwevor, able to meet any de- 
mands made upon them. They have 
dlsjilaycd their ability to handle large 
proljlems In the face of great obstacles. 

Tho roller Is busy all day long and 
Is taking out the high spots In the 
garden. 

Tho executive staff are now to bo 
found In their large and commodious 
rooms In the administration building, 
situated on the fair grounds near the 
grand stand. All entries closed on tho 
15th, and none will now be received 
unless It shows by the postmark that 
the entry was mailed on that date. 

Today a hundred' bill boards were 
shipped to points along tho line, Port 
Arthur In the oast and "Vancouver on 
Ihe west, witli Kdnionton north W'lll 
be reached by this means. Larf^o bills 
:iro being m;illed to the stations at 
Intermediate points, and tlio public has 
now every moans ot learning the very 
lou' rates that tho railroads have al- 
lowed them, Tho manngemont has 
found that It will be necessary to add 
to tho force during the approaching 
two weeks. It has been decided that 
at least fifty-six men will be required 
to do the large amount of work re- 
quU*ed of them. Five ladles will also 
work In 'conjunction with the enlarged 
staff.'*. . ■ 



Pain's Panoramic Feature Wit- 
nessed by Laige, Crowds 
in That City" "' 



"The hooiii.ot cannon fired from tho 
base oC a \'ery realistic Vesuvius on 
Multnomah field last Saturday night 
mado 5,000 people shudder through 
anticipation of the destruction ot 
everything living and inanimate be- 
fore tlioni," says five Portland Tele- 
gram of the 8th Instant, "and after 
t\vo hoprs of entertainment offered by 
a:orobats, fencers; ,'mlinio. carnival par- 
ticipants "and pyrottxihhlcs, tlie demol- 
lahmont ot mountain and city was 
effected. The Neapolitan disaster was 
realistically portrayed, "Oh's" and 
"All's" coming from the Immense au- 
dience as their tear or pleasure would 
be aroused by the vivid scones en- 
acted. The frantic haste of tho merry 
Neapolitans to get away from the 
belching mountain was natural, 300 
people taking part in this scene with- 
out a flaw. 

"Pain s Eruption of "Vesuvius Is not 
realistic in the twilight, but when 
multicolored lights are thrown on the 
canvas and the painted mountain is 
lioiati;d at Its height, tho scene is 
twice more natural i than a theatre 
slago sotting, and .when tlie pyfotech- 
iilcs begin the audli^nce Is actually 
transported to Pompeii. 

"After the boom of a cannon fired 
behind tho Immense scenery, a Nea- 
politan carnival is shown in progress, 
masked marcherii, soldiers and the 
king and queen appearing In costume. 
A priest and acolytes also Join the 
parade, and tho merrymakers line up 
In the main street ot the canvas city 
to witness the antics of clowns, tho 
feats of acrobats and tlie pesos ot liv- 
ing statuary pr. grammod before them, 
no fewer than ten clrcu« nets being 
carried for this part of tlie iierforni- 
ance. Intermittently fireworks por- 
traying fountains and emblems aro 
fired, and suddenly a fearful rumbling 
is heard, "Vesuvius belches forth real 
fire and imitation lava and a franctlc 
rush for safety Is mado by tho car- 
nival participants. With every burst 
of flame a portion of tho city Is de- 
stroyed; and vvlion "Good Night" in 
fireworks appears in tho centre of tho 
field hardly a vestige Of the onco 
beautiful scene is left.

Homo Rule for Ireland. 

We have received from tlie Earl of 
Dunraven a letter of groat length on 
tho present position of tlie Irish ques 
,tlon, which wo tire unable to print in 
Its entirety, but from which we give 
tho salient opinions he desires to bring 
before the public, says the London 
Standard. He first rsvlews tho resolu- 
tions of tho Irish party, pasaed on Do- 
iCembor .22..1ast;and on April 28 of tlie 
present .year,'"Whlch':he 'regards as con- 
tradlctbry, but ho JIJresumes that tlio 
latter really expresses what tho party 
means, namely, that It would not co- 
operate cordially or otherwise with 
anybody about anything. If this Inter- 
pretation is correct, ho thinks that a 
very long stride backward has been 
talcen. Tho vote of that moeting <ni 
Mr. W. O'Brien's resolution In favor of 
II conference on tho land question must, 
in Lord Dunravcn's oi)lnion, be con- 
sidered as a decision against a confer- 
ence of any shape or kind. He proceeds 
to show wliat advantages would have 
proceeded from a conference, botii as 
regards linanco and a critical examina- 
tion of the Act of 1003, with tiio suh- 
sldiury questions which hang upon It, 

Ho next reviews tlie history ot the 
I,aiKl Conference of ia02-3,' which made 
tho Land Act of 1903 possible, and 
without whiclJ,;the"-Act "would ,nevcr 
have been passed or "even Introduced. 
That. Act has proved successful beyond 
all. expectation, 'and its very success la 
tho cause of the present impasse. The 
Land Conference, through tho spirit It 
evoked, rendered comparatively easy 
such remedial measures as nave since 
been passed for laborers, town tenants 
and the former occupants of evicted 
farms. Yet with all this evidence he- 
tore them ot what a friendly conference 
can do, the Irish parliamentary party 
have, by a large majority, refused to 
apply to existing problems the means 
which wore found successful in dealing 
with more complicated iiroblems of 
precisely the same character only five 
years ago. It Is Impossible to avoid the 
conclusion that the vote of the party 
cuts deeper than mere disapproval ot a. 
conference on any particular subject', 
and means a general- condemnation of 
the whole great principle involved In 
solidarity and co-operation, even for 
purposes in which politlcad issues aro 
not Involved. 

Coming to the declaration of Sir H. 
Campbell-Bannerinan during the gen- 
eral election ot 190G, nnd tho recent de- 
clarations of Mr. Churchill nnd the 
Prime iMlnlst'cr during the Manchester 
election, he remarks tliat tho resolu- 
tion passed by the House of Upmmnns 
on March ."iO did not go one Inch in the 
direction of obtaining a pledge from o 
party. Hs asks: — 

"\Vhat docs it commit tho Govern- 
ment lo? Oliviously nolhin.g. It is a 
resolution that any Liberal leader could 
accept every day of the session, iiut for 
the waste of time involved, and foci 
under no obligation to talce any action 
whatever. W'bat was the real oftecl of 
the debate? It forced the Opposition 
into a totally unnecessary declaration 
against devolution in perpetuity; and 
it drove the Government' to declare 
that, though deeply sympathetic, they 
had exhausted ■ their powers In regard 
to the problem - of Irish .government, 
that they would not undertake to touch 
It this session or during this Parlia- 
ment, or to make It a plank in their 
platform at the next general election. 

Of course, the Liberal '"party will 
bo free to do what they find suits their 
own party purposes at the next general 
election about Home Rule or anything 
else. A\'hat Mr. Asqulth said was that 
they vyould not engage themselves to 
touch Homo Rule, and what Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill said was tliat tlicy 
would not pledge themselves not to 
touch Plonie Rule. This absolutely 
neulral non-committal statcmenv Is 
niagnilled Into a binding promise wrung 
by the Irish party from a cowed and 
trembling Liberal Government. , . . 
On such a rickety -jilatform of 'Imagin- 
ary promises Ireland is invited to take 
her triumphant. stand, singing pnans of 
rejoicing that ■ the fulfllment of her 
dearest hope Is so close at handr and 
giving thanks for the policy that has 
achieved such glorious result's. . . . 
All Ireland must suffer when hopes un- 
realized are found to have rested upon 
the "unsubstantial fabric of a dream." 

In conclusion, Lord Dunraven writes: 
"The clouds brood heavy over Ireland. 
She is tlirowing the opportunities of 
her life away. She is blind to the fact 
that violence and party bargaining are 
useless now. Great Britain Is well dis- 
posed. The one thing needful is to con- 
vince tho predominant' partner, by deeds 
aa well as words, of Ireland's ability 
to administer her own affairs wisely, 
to treat minorities Justly, to show in 
all her dealings common sense undfair 
play, to ho at peace within her borders 
nnd to recognize her imperial rcspon- 
Hlbllitles. She cannot see it. She has 
rejected a conciliatory policy. She Is 
urged to turn from tho paths ot peace 
and to enter upon a course of agitation 
and disorder. And for what purpose? 
To extort the fulfilment ot promises 
that have never been made, of pledges 
the value of which exists only In the 
imagination of deluded politicians. In 
view of tho conciliatory temper of both 
parties and the people of Great Britain 
towards Ireland, what Is the sense of 
a policy of agitation? What can It 
achieve? The dlfhcultios confronting 
the present Government in dealing with 
land purchase and congestion aro great; 
It can :idd tiio them, and perliaps ren- 
der tlicm insuperable. It can force the 
Unionist iiarty, when they succeed to 
otilce to abandon the policy delinltely 
laid down and foreshadowed In 11103. 

It can hami)i-r and thwart In- 
dustrial develoiiuient, foster emigration, 
encournge the li.'^ht-at-un.\--prlee fan- 
iitlcH on either side nnd discourage all 
moderate and progressive opinion. All 
tills it can do and more In the same 
direction; but by no pos8ibt<i choice 
of reasoning that I can perceive can It 
Tje conducive to the material, social 
and political benefit and advancement 
of Ireland." 



FEW WOMEN PICKPOCKETS. 

But Plenty of Shoplifters, Say tho New 
York Police, 

An open letter addressed by a young 
woman school teacher to a woman who 
she alleged had taken $800 from' her 
pocketbook while she was shojiplng 
recently caused some comment, says 
the New York Sun. Tho loaeher 
said that the money was all that she 
had in tho world, that had the woman 
supposed to have taken it been In need 
and asked for money she would gladly 
have given aid, but now that the purse 
had been stolen would the thief please 
return part o.f the money at least, 
Needless'tb' say, the teaohiar never got 
a reply to the letter. The teacher a.s- 
serted that the theft had boon commit- 
ted by a woman' pickpocket who fol- 
lowed her from another store. As to 
this part of the story tho police have 
doubts. 

A man from tho Sun sought out In- 
spector McCufferty, head of tho detec- 
tive bureau, to ask how women pick- 
pockets operated nnd if they were nu- 
merous. 

"Women pickpockets, young man, are 
rare, very rare. It Is a matter of record 
that not a single one has boon ar- 
rested since I have had charge of this 
bureau," suld tho Inspector. ■!. "They 
used to bo more or less common but 



to my knowledge the last of the old- 
tlmors id doing her bit in prison. . . 

"That . la Nellie , O'Brien.' " Old Nell. 
She was seht^ up several years ago and 

has i'beeri'^'cared i/for ; since. Tho 
chanc«s" that, .BheJ;i,>vlll'' operate again 
are exceedingly' remote; 

"The wdiiieu who do robbing the^io 
days seldom select their own ^ex to 
woi-ic on. luen ot chance acquaintance 
are usually tho vlctlms, and badgering 
is the method most commonly resm'tcd 
to. ^ 

"Losses in department stores aro 
lurgeiy trom Bnoi)liltmg, Many wo- 
men lose valuables through careless- 
ness. A woman starts - out to shop, 
and in going through tho.'.varlou3 Stores 
slio only thinks o£ herVpurse'.vw'hon^^^^ 
comes time to pay. ■.■"-;",.;■;.''.; , 

"She looks over hundreds of articles, 
usually, examining the texture or 
weight and exclumglng comments with 
tho saleswdmun. In the' meantime 
where is tho purse .br ^bagT'' > StiWom 
In tho shopper's hand, \yhere it ought 
to be. Maybe It's lying upon the 
counter covered over by bolts of rib- 
bon, or on a stool. 

"AliHorbed in lier search, the shop- 
per moves along, and then all of a sud- 
den she discovers (ho loss of her 
purse. It's gone — slio's been robbed, 
she concludes. Then she feels sure 
somebody has been following hor. 

"In nine cases out ot ten tho purse 
Is found exactly whore she left it or 
has been picked up by a snjeawoman 
and sent to the office. The other chance 
Is that a dishonest person comes ^along 
and, seeing the'' valtiable lying IdOBe. 
picks It up and walks away with It. 

'But women jilckpockets are tew and 
mighty far between. Oftentimes wo- 
men advertise the tact widely that they 
have been robbed, but Investigation 
proves that they never had the money 
that they jiretend to have lost and that 
it is a gag to work on the sympathy of 
the lirni where tne tiicft is alleged to 
lutvo occurred.' 

Inspector ."^IcCaffcrty's statement 
was corroborated by Daniel D. Kash, 
chief detective of one of the largest de- 
partment stores in New York. Kash got 
Ills early training in the detective force 
of the police* department. He has a 
complete secret service organization of 
his own. Including a miniature rogues' 
gallery and a lillng case with the des. 
criptlon and history of every person 
that lias been arrested since ho has 
been connected with tlio lirm. 

His staff numbers live persons, three 
women, and two men, one on eacli floor 
practically, and on busy days an extra 
assistant is pressed into service at the 
jewellery counter. During the holidays 
tho detective force is Increased materi- 
ally and the city detectl"Ve bureau lends 
aid. 

The average number of arrests In a 
big department store is about twenty- 
livo a month. In rush seasons, especi- 
ally at Christmas time, this number la 
trebicd. Abul seventy-flve per cent of 
those suspected are arrested. A con- 
servative estimate Is that nearly $30,000 
worth of goods are stolen from each of 
the large department stores cacii year, 
but at least half the goods stolen are 
recovered. 

Tile millinery department is whore 
the feminine customers suffer losses 
oftonest. , If .there, -is anything a wo- 
man' is' Xastidlous about ;it Is her hat, 
and where there are" "'many to be tried 
on this is an absorblng' ta^ak.-. 'A' wo- 
man must take.,both .hands :tb . afljust 
tho bonnet, and' that's 'Svhere the poc- 
ketbook Is forgotten. 

The number ol! purses taken from 
the millinery counters of a large store 
recently caused the firm to station se- 
veral women there to warn patrons If 
they saw them lay down pockotbooks. 
And the funny part of It was that 
many women were not at all grateful 
for the suggestion. 

'I guess I am old enough to look out 
for my purse,' Is the snappy reply re- 
ceived mahyf tiitoes each day. 

But notwithstanding the watchful- 
ness of the detectives in that particu- 
lar department they turn in to the 
olilce from twelve to fifteen purses 
each day that have been left behind. 
The chances are that when the !osor3 
miss their pocketbooks they are In a 
different store and think that that Is 
the place \vhore they lost them. A de- 
teclivo aslis among the llrst quo.stions 
where the shopper has been in tho 
afternoon, and while she Is^ telling her 
troubles he has an assistant telephon- 
ing to the other stores to see If the 
])ockctbook Is there. 

Another common cause of the loss of 
money and valuables by women Is the 
habit of letting a bag dangle from the 
wrist suspended by the handle. A 
slight jar may spring the lock and 
there is the bag wide open for any un- 
scruplous person to extract the con- 
tents while tho shopper is absorbed In 
pricing some article. A full account 
of every arrest made in any depart- 
ment store is sent to tho detective bu- 
reau of the Retail Merchants' Associa- 
tion, accompanied by a picture of tho 
prisoner. These records reach the de- 
tective bureau ot every department 
store the day after the arrest. 

A class of shoplifters that Interest 
even the detectives arc the so-called 
kleptomaniacs. They aro always a 
source of wonder. A woman of good 
family was caught shoplifting, and 
red-liandod, \'ery reccntl.v, and to tho 
astonishment of all concerned it was 
learned that she had a large and un- 
limited account with the store, and was 
a person whose social standing was 
un(|uostloncd. She had taken three 
small green veils, of an aggregate 
value of thirty-five cents. 

Those are the cases you Iioar about 
down at the IDiHective Bureau, but 
when you speak of women pickpockets 
they throw up their liands as being of 
a class too rare to waste time talking 
about. 



Moisture and the Strengi;U of Wood. 

Tho United States Forest-. Service 
mado some time ago a thorougli study 
of this question. The results' of Its' 
investigations are Interesting and in- 
Etructive. It has been found that tho 
relation of nioiaturo to strength follows 
a doliiiito law. The strength of nil 
kinds of wood Increases rapidly .with 
proper drying, the amount of Increaso 
depending on tho species and the de- 
gree of dryness. Thus tho strength of 
a piece of unseasoned red spruce may 
bo increased by over four hundred per 
cent, by a thorough drying at tho tem- 
peraturo of boiling water. , But the 
strength dccreiises again as ' themwodd 
reabsorbs moisture. Air-dried '"wood 
protected from tho weather, and con- 
taining twelve per cent, of moisture Is, 
according to species, 1.7 to 2.4 times 
stronger thnn when green. Drying also 
increases tlio stiffness of wood. Theao 
conclusions have been drawn from 
pieces of small cross-section, not ex- 
ceedln.g four inches by four inches. 
Large timber rcciulrcs years of drying 
before the moisture Is reduced to tho 
point at which the strength begins to 
increase. It lias been found that, un- 
der normal conditions, wood flbro will 
absorb a delinlto amount of moisture. 
Additional water only illls tho poros. 
It has also been found that iho water 
which simply nils the pores luia no ef- 
fect on tho stroiigth, The fiber satura- 
tion points are: for long-leaf pine, 21; 
red spriico 31, chestnut, 25; red gum, 
25; red fir, 24; v.-liito ash. 20.5; Norway 
pine, ;J0 per cent., estimated on the dry 
wolglit of tho wood. Timber that has 
been dried and resoalvod Is slightly 
weaker than when green, — Engineering

Recent developments have been of a 
generally .favorable charaover, says 
Henri' Olews;' in- his review of. the iin- 
anolal sttualtion. The week preceding a 
national convention, which expects to 
perform:such Inipurtaut duties aa nom- 
inating the next President and Issuing 
a party platform, la not nsually a per- 
iod of much activity in tho stock iiuir- 
kot. It la now fully expected that J\li-. 
Tiitt win bo chosen as tl>e Republican 
candidate; that he stands a good 
chance of election, and that tho new 
platform, whllu It will endorse the 
Roosevelt policies, \vill not bo depres- 
slngly radical. It may he that the mar- 
ket has ali-cady fully discounted these 
expectations; for prices are quite high 
cin)ugli considorlhg general coHdltlons, 
and any further advance would surely 
bo utilized by big insiders as a basis ot 
turlliLT proflt-talcing. There has al- 
ready been considerable unloadln,? of 
long stocks by market leaders; but It 
may probably -tult their purposes to 
carry prices still higher, and tho res- 
ults o! the convention, if to tlielr lik- 
ing, could easily bo used ns a means of 
stimulating activity. On the otlier 
hand the market Is technically In a 
very sensitive condition, and unfavor 
able news eillier from Hie political 
world or roKarding the growing crops 
nilglu easllv precipitate a sharp reac- 
tion In view of tho big rise that has 
already talcen place. The fact, al.so, 
that two of the most Important deals 
In the m;irkct liave been successfully 
consummatod— the Pennsylvania and 
the Union Pacillc lo.ms— removes an 
important element of support which 
lias been accorded by prominent bank- 
ing interests. 

Tlic money market continues oxcep- 
tlonully easy, both at home and abroad; 
the diminishing activity In trade and 
speculation tho world over Being, of 
course, responsible for this condition. 
Gold exports have been checked and 
have fallen much below the aggregate 
at one time ■ expected. The European 
banks are generally in good condition, 
and are being further strengthened by 
the large arrivals of gold from South 
Africa, tho production in that quarter 
being on an unprecedented scale. Tlio 
local money m.-irket is .sulticlently ple- 
thoric to be comparatively Independent 
of future deinaiids. On Jnl,\- llrst divi- 
dend and Interest pnynietus aggregat- 
ing nearly $180,000,000 will have to be 
provided for. In July also the Treas- 
ury has some Important problems to 
moot. 

Government Withdrav/als. 

Owing to tho growing national de- 
ncit it Is i)Os:sil)le tliat the Government's 
deposits In bank may ho withdrawn to 
tho extent of about $50,000,000. Tho 
Government will also have to i)rovlde 
for $01,000,000 of Spanlsli war bonds 
which will Eliortly mature, as well as 
for $15,000,000 3 per cent cerllHeates. 
Tlieso operations In connection with 
Ihei shortly expected new Panama issue 
loavo the operations of .tho Treasyijy as 
related to the money market somewhat 
complicated. Undei^ present conditions, 
however,' thej' are not likely to'fauso 
any disturbance In local money r.ttes. 

The one feature of encouragement 
which now stands out more iiromlncnl- 
ly than all otlirrs is the crop outlook. 
I're.font Indications point to larB(^ crops 
of all the Important staples. Cotton, 
wheat and liay are each roiiorted in 
high condition, and with larger acreage 
till! promise is almost certain as to a 
big yield. The thre(? summer montlis 
arc fre(iueiitly periods of deterlor.-ition; 
l)ul, allowing for these usual declines, 
our crops art! sLill sure to lie hea\-y. 
Both \vlnter and spring wheat are In 
excellent e-ondition, and the outlook, 
accordhig to some autliorities, is for a 
crop of about 700,000,000 bushels, or 
tho second largest on record. Big Oat 
nnd hay crops are also almost certain. 
•Moreover, there Is an unusual absence 
of injury by insects, and tho ground 
has been so well saturated aa to make 
damage from drouth or hot winds much 
/noro remote than usual. Corn Is late; 
therefore somewhat uncertain. This is 
our most Imiiortant crop; hut, .as the 
soil is generally in good condition, a 
few weeks of hot we:itlier would qulclc- 
ly compensat(! for present backward- 
ness, and there Is no occasoon as yet 
for any uneasiness in this respect. 
Last year. It will be remiinbereci, the 
crop was late; nevertheless the yield 
was exccpthiiially heavy. Uur farmers, 
tlieroforo, are practleall.v sure of an- 
other prolltable jx-ar, since ijrlces are 
lilgh and there are no surplus supplies. 
This Is the chief basis for lliu unc nn- 
promlslng optimism of tho West, which 
contrasts so pleasantly with the de- 
pression still hanging over the East, 
li'on Prices Reducod. 
One satisfactory fiature of tho week 
was the reduction In the prices of iron 
nnd steel. Tlil.s steji sliouhl have been 
taken lonj ago; the rigid refusal of 
recognize cli.unged Inislness conditions 
bclnt,' not only \-ery jioor Judgment, but 
decidedly l>ad bu;diiess pullej-. The 
only ciitiidsm to bo ni.ade now Is that 
th|t cut was not sufllclently deep. Huyc.'rs 
fully appreciate this fact, and will 
simply hold ott until convinced that 
bottom has' beeii reached. Values are 
still so high and unsettled as to res- 
train new business, and a stimulant is 
absolutely needed" in "th'o shape of bot- 
tom prices. Already some of the inde- 
pendents are making deep cuts under 
tho UiUied States Stool Corporation; 
creating a f(!ellng of nncerlainty n'lilch 
might have bei^ri avoided had the Kteel 
Trust S(iu;irely met the situation by 
promptly coming down to bi,'d-rocl; fig- 
ures. The recent "hold-up" policy was 
injurious from all standiioliits. Ic v,-as 
politically foulisli (.co.'jomically un- 
sound and coiiunerclaTiy injurious. 
Nothing haw done so much toward.^ 
delaying a prompt recoverj- In buslnes.s 
as tho defiance ot the Ineradicable Law 



In not qarnlngs. This would doubtless 
be very welcome to shareholders; but, 
as this gain would neoessurlly bo forc- 
ed out of the public pocket without giv- 
ing any adeiiuato,: equivalent In service, 
the i.wlsdotn of such >a stop Is ofjvlously 
questionable iii view of tlio present at- 
titude of public opinion towards cor- 
porations, nnd railroads In particular. 
It would produce tho strongest argu- 
ment in favor af Government regulation 
ot railway rates that hasyyet'iijeeii pro- 
duced. ■ ■ ■ ■' 

General business shows an Improving 
icndency. c;onlldencc is gaining stead 
Uy; and, while .-iummer may prove j 
period of quiet, there is well grounded 
liopo that with a good harvest, and 
with political uncertainties out o£ tho 
way, tho volume of trade will show 
steady Improvement in the coming fall 
and winter months. As for the stock 
market', moderate lluctuatlons may be 
anticipated. No serious break Is prob- 
able; nor is a sharj) advance likely at 
this time when favoi'ahlo elements have 
been so fully discounted. Very shortly 
buying in anticipation of the July in- 
vestment demands will be in order. 
.Satisfactory results at the Cblcago con- 
vention would also help tho market; 
but the possibility of political scares 
should not be overlooked.

PRICES RECOVERING 
ON. SMALL BUSINESS 

Outcome of Republican Con- 
vention .Has. S.ome. Effect,, 
^^^■roii^Sto^lc^Mi-|(eM'^-''«^^ 



Now. York, ;june .lSth. — The narrow 
restrictions of the price movement 
continued to. .be the feature of tho 
stock market tbdayl "Yesterday's down- 
ward tendency was not far extended 
before the movement turned and iirlces 
hardened up again. Dcallnps were so 
In^lfrnifivant in volume that thla fact 
in Itself deprived the inovoment of im- 
portance. Profcssloiial operations of 
tho smaller sort apparently iziade up 
the whole market. Such operations are 
always accompanied by proCcsslonal 
explanations on the part ot" traders, 
who .are maldng them, but tho short 
tenure of tho movements indicate that 
their profe.H-sed motives are not Influ- 
ential far from the stock exchange and 
the ticker service. Bulietln.s from the 
Republican convention were made the 
basis for sonio operations of this kind 
oil account of the evidence of control 
over radicalism. ' .
